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Inquiry into cathedral blaze 
begins, renovation work eyed

PARIS — The inferno that 
raged through Notre Dame 
Cathedral for more than 12 
hours destroyed its spire and 
its roof but spared its twin me¬ 
dieval bell towers, and a frantic 
rescue effort saved the monu¬ 
ment’s “most precious trea¬ 
sures,” including the relic 
revered as Jesus’ Crown of 
Thorns, officials said Tuesday. 

French President Emmanuel 
Macron pledged to rebuild the 
beloved Roman Catholic archi¬ 
tectural landmark, and wanted 
to see it completed within 
five years. 

“We have so much to rebuild,” 
Macron said in a televised ad¬ 
dress to the nation. “We will re¬ 
build Notre Dame Cathedral 
even more beautifully. We can 
do it, and once again, we will mo¬ 
bilize (to do so).” 

Authorities consider the fire 
an accident, possibly as a result 
of restoration work at the global 
architectural treasure that sur¬ 
vived almost 900 years of tumul¬ 
tuous French history but was 
devastated in the blaze on the 
second day of Holy Week. 

Paris prosecutor Remy Heitz 
said the inquiry into the fire 
would be “long and complex.” 
Fifty investigators were work¬ 
ing on it and would interview 
workers from five companies 
hired for the renovations to the 
cathedral’s roof, where the 
flames first broke out. 

Two fire alerts sounded 

Heitz said an initial fire alert 
was sounded at 6:20 p.m. Mon¬ 
day but no fire was found. The 
second alert was sounded at 
6:43 p.m., and the blaze was dis¬ 
covered on the roof. 

Investigators have already 
questioned nearly 30 people, 
said a Paris judicial police offi¬ 
cial, speaking on condition of 
anonymity in order to com¬ 
ment on an ongoing probe. 

“Notre Dame has survived 
the revolutionary history of 
France, and this happened dur¬ 
ing building works,” influential 


former Culture Minister Jack 
Lang said. 

News that the fire was proba¬ 
bly accidental has done nothing 
to ease the national mourning 
for the symbol of national 
pride. Hundreds of people gath¬ 
ered for a vigil prayer across 
the Seine from the cathedral, 
singing and listening to music 
by a string quartet. 

Interior Minister Christophe 
Castaner said there were still 
some risks to the structure and 
that it was “under permanent 
surveillance because it can still 
budge.” 

Saving treasures 

A plan to safeguard the mas¬ 
terpieces and relics was quickly 
put into action after the fire 
broke out. 

The Crown of Thorns, re¬ 
garded as Notre Dame’s most sa¬ 
cred relic, was among the trea¬ 
sures quickly transported after 
the fire broke out, said Deputy 
Mayor Emmanuel Gregoire. 
Also saved was the tunic of St. 
Louis, a long, shirt-like garment 
from the 13th century, Culture 
Minister Franck Riester said. 

The cathedral’s famous 18th 
century organ that boasts more 
than 8,000 pipes also survived. 

“The works of art, the most 
precious treasures were se¬ 
cured last night,” Riester told 
reporters, thanking teams from 
city hall, the culture ministry, 
firefighters and the bishopric 
who worked to save the items. 

Some of the works were 
being transferred from City 
Hall to the Louvre, where they 
will be dehumidified, protected 
and eventually restored. The 
minister said the cathedral’s 
greatest paintings would be re¬ 
moved starting Friday. 

Much was saved in the inte¬ 
rior too. The only major work 
damaged inside was the cathe¬ 
dral’s high altar, installed in 
1989 under Cardinal Jean-Marie 
Lustiger. It was hit when the 
spire collapsed, said Laurent 
Prades, heritage director for 
Notre Dame. 

“We have been able to salvage 


all the rest,” said Prades, who 
watched the recovery overnight. 
“All the 18th century steles, the 
pietas, frescoes, chapels and the 
big organ are fine.” 

“The task is — now the risk of 
fire has been put aside — about 


the building, how the structure 
will resist,” said Junior Interior 
Minister Laurent Nunez. 

UNESCO Director-General 
Audrey Azoulay said work 
must begin immediately to pro¬ 
tect the remaining structure. 


The first 24-48 hours were 
crucial to protecting the stone 
and wood structure from water 
damage and assessing the next 
steps, she told The Associated 
Press, warning that parts of the 
cathedral remain “extremely 
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after a fire ravaged the landmark. Video: newsday.com/world 


fragile,” notably hundreds of 
tons of scaffolding around the 
spire that collapsed. Notre 
Dame is part of a UNESCO her¬ 
itage site and UNESCO has of¬ 
fered its expertise. 

Pope Francis offered his 


prayers that Notre Dame, the 
“architectural gem of a collec¬ 
tive memory,” will once again 
be a shrine to the Catholic 
faith, a symbol of the French na- 


What was lost, what was saved 


More than simply an iconic 
cathedral and jewel of Gothic 
architecture, Notre Dame was a 
treasure trove, housing priceless 
and irreplaceable marvels of 
immense religious, artistic, 
musical, historical and architec¬ 
tural value. 

Some were lost to humanity 
forever in the blaze that rav¬ 
aged the Paris cathedral Mon¬ 
day. Others were spared, at 
least in part, or saved before 
the flames consumed the roof 
and spire. 

A look at what is known about 
Notre Dame’s treasures and their 
fate. 


CROWN OF THORNS 

Regarded as the cathedral’s most 
sacred relic, Paris Mayor Anne 
Hidalgo says the Crown of 
Thorns was saved. It is purported 
to be a relic of the crown placed 
on the head of Jesus Christ at his 
crucifixion, obtained and brought 
to Paris by King Louis IX in the 
13th century. It is made of rushes 
wrapped into a wreath and tied 
with gold filament. Since 1896 it 
has been kept under glass and 
only occasionally displayed. Paris 
Deputy Mayor Emmanuel Gre- 
goire said it was among pieces 
quickly transported to a “secret 
location” by officials after the fire. 
Hidalgo also said on Twitter that 
the tunic of St. Louis, a long 
shirt-like garment from the 13th 
century and believed to have 
belonged to King Louis IX, was 
also rescued. 


FRAGMENT OF THE HOLY 
CROSS AND NAIL 

The 9.45-inch piece of wood and 
3.5-inch-long nail are purported 
to be from the cross on which 
Jesus Christ was crucified. The 
wood fragment is kept in a glass 
case. The fate of the two relics is 
not known. 


THE ORGAN 

The impressive organ dating to 
the 1730s and boasting an esti¬ 
mated 8,000 pipes did not burn 
and is intact, but nobody knows

yet whether it was damaged by 
the heat or water. “The organ is a 
very fragile instrument,” Bertrand 
de Feydeau, vice-president of the 
Fondation du Patrimoine which 
protects France’s cultural her¬ 
itage, tells The Associated Press. 
He says the organ has “incredi¬ 
ble” sound, with “very rich col¬ 
ors,” and there is a waiting list of 
more than two years of organists 
wanting to play it. Each pipe was 
individually cleaned during a 
2013 refurbishment. 


THE ROOF 

The cathedral’s roof was built 
using a lattice of giant beams cut 
from trees in primeval forests in 
the 12th and 13th centuries. 
Experts say France no longer has 
trees big enough to replace the 
ancient wooden beams that 
burned in the Notre Dame fire. 
Feydeau told France Info radio 
that the cathedral’s roof cannot 
be rebuilt exactly as it was before 
the fire because “we don’t, at the 
moment, have trees on our 
territory of the size that were cut 
in the 13th century.” He said the 
restoration work will have to use 
new technology to rebuild the 
roof. 


THE BELLS 

In the wake of the French Revolu¬ 


tion, the cathedral was declared 
a “Temple of Reason” as part of 
an anticlerical movement. All of 
the original bells were destroyed 
and replaced — except for one, 
called Emmanuel and weighing 
13 tons. In 2013, as the cathedral 
celebrated its 850 years with a 
refurbishment, nine huge new 
bells replaced the 19th-century 
ones. The peal of the cathedral’s 
bells has long been famous. 
Quasimodo was the cathedral’s 
bell-ringer in Victor Hugo’s 1831 
novel “The Hunchback of Notre 
Dame.” The extent of any dam¬ 
age to the bells and their support 
structure is unclear. 


PAINTINGS 

About a dozen large paintings of 
religious scenes, called “Mays” 
and dating from between 1630 
and 1708, hung in Notre Dame. 
French Culture Minister Franck 
Riester says the cathedral’s 
greatest paintings will be re¬ 
moved starting Friday. “We as¬ 
sume they have not been dam¬ 
aged by the fire but there may be 
damage from the smoke,” he 
said. 


STATUES 

Last week, 16 religious statues 
got a lucky escape from Mon¬ 
day’s blaze: they were removed 
from the top of Notre Dame for 
the first time in over a century to 
be taken for cleaning. The re¬ 
moval was part of a restoration of 
the cathedral’s towering spire, 
now gone. The nearly 10-feet-tall 
copper statues represent the 12 
apostles and four evangelists. 


STAINED GLASS WINDOWS 

The cathedral’s three famed rose 
windows date to the 13th cen¬ 
tury. Laurent Prades, heritage 
director for Notre Dame, said 
they were not destroyed, but 
might have been damaged by 
the heat. They will be assessed 
by an expert, he added. The 
director of the United Nations 
cultural organization, Audrey 
Azoulay, says she has received 
encouraging reports. Notre 
Dame is part of a UNESCO 
heritage site. — AP

tion and a spiritual and architec¬ 
tural gift to humanity. 

In a condolence note to Paris 
Archbishop Michel Aupetit, 
Francis said the fire was partic¬ 
ularly devastating given that it 
came during the somber days 
leading up to Easter during 
which Christians commemo¬ 
rate the death and resurrection 
of Jesus. 

Repairing the cathedral, in¬ 
cluding the 800-year-old 
wooden beams that made up its 
roof, presents challenges. 

The roof cannot be rebuilt ex¬ 
actly as it was because “we 
don’t, at the moment, have 
trees on our territory of the 
size that were cut in the 13th 
century,” said Bertrand de Fey¬ 
deau, vice president of preser¬ 
vation group Fondation du Pat- 
rimoine, adding the roof 
restoration work would have to 
use new technology. 

Also of concern, Feydeau 
said, is the organ, “a very frag¬ 
ile instrument, especially its 
pipes.” 

“It has not burnt, but no one 
can tell whether it has been 
damaged by water. Nobody 
knows if it is a functioning state 
or will need to be restored,” he 
told AP. 

France’s richest business¬ 
man, Bernard Arnault, and his 
luxury goods group LVMH 
pledged 200 million euros 
($226 million) for the recon¬ 
struction. Billionaire Francois 
Pinault and his son, Francois- 
Henri Pinault, who is married 
to actress Salma Hayek, said 
they were giving 100 million 
euros from their company, 
Artemis, the holding company 
owning auction house 
Christie’s and the main share¬ 
holder of luxury fashion houses 
including Gucci. French compa¬ 
nies Total and L’Oreal each 
pledged 100 million euros. 

Offers of assistance flowed in 
from around the world to help 
restore the 12th century tourist 
attraction to its former glory. 

Poland, the Czech Republic 
and Greece were among those 
offering to send experts from 
their own restoration projects. 

In his speech, Macron 
thanked firefighters, police and 
those who pledged funds, al¬ 
though his goal of rebuilding 


the cathedral in five years 
seemed ambitious. 

Peter Fuessenich, who over¬ 
sees reconstruction for the 
Gothic cathedral in Cologne, 
Germany, said it could take 
decades to repair Notre Dame. 


Cologne Cathedral was heavily 
damaged during World War II 
and work to repair it is still on¬ 
going more than 70 years later. 

“It will certainly take years, 
perhaps even decades, until the 
last damage caused by this terri¬ 


ble fire will be completely re¬ 
paired,” he told broadcaster 
RTL. “When the last stone was 
set in Notre Dame, the first one 
was laid here in Cologne, and 
in this respect it affects us all 
very much.” 
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A new plan for detox 


Nassau pilot gets 
OD patients into 
residential care

People treated for overdoses 
in two Nassau County hospital 
emergency rooms now seam¬ 
lessly will be linked to residen¬ 
tial treatment where they can 
detox and move to longer-term 
residential assistance, under a 
pilot program aimed at prevent¬ 
ing relapses. 

Officials who announced the 
program Tuesday said many 
people addicted to opioids and 
other substances return to their 
drug of choice shortly after 
leaving the emergency room, 
putting them at risk for another 
overdose — one they may not 
survive. 

“A person would literally walk 
out the door and start using 
within minutes,” said Lewis 
Grossman, president and CEO of 
Maryhaven Center of Hope, 
which offers addiction services. 
“This program will save lives.” 

By proposing treatment 
while the overdose victim is 
still in the hospital, addiction 
specialists are contacting them 
“when they’re vulnerable and 
open to treatment,” he said. 

Grossman, county officials 
and Michael Dowling, the presi¬ 
dent and CEO of New Hyde 
Park-based Northwell Health, 
spoke Tuesday at the Maryhaven 
Center of Hope in Freeport, 
where patients will first go after 
the emergency room. 

The program is beginning 
with emergency rooms at two 
hospitals: Northwell’s Long Is¬ 
land Jewish Medical Center in 
New Hyde Park and Nassau Uni¬ 
versity Medical Center, a public 
hospital in East Meadow that 
Northwell is helping run. 

Goal is to expand 

Dowling said the plan is to 
“see how this works and then ex¬ 
pand this as fast as we possibly 
can” to other Northwell emer¬ 
gency rooms. Northwell, the 
largest private health system in 
the state, has 13 Island hospitals. 

While the patients are in 
detox, Maryhaven employees 
will work with insurance compa¬ 
nies, Medicaid and Medicare on 


paperwork and approvals, said 
Nassau County District Attor¬ 
ney Madeline Singas, who was 
part of discussions on develop¬ 
ing the program. 

“Those in crisis are seldom 
equipped to navigate the insur¬ 
ance complexities, the volumi¬ 
nous paperwork, the delays for 
[long-term residential] beds and 
the simple logistics toward treat¬ 
ment,” she said. “We needed to 
close the gap between a person 
in crisis at the emergency room 
and the lifesaving treatment that 
they needed.” 

Sharon Richmond, 54, of 
Northport, said if the program 
had been in place in 2017, when 
her son Emanuel Vincent D’An- 
toni died at age 25 of an over¬ 
dose of heroin and cocaine 
laced with the powerful syn¬ 
thetic opioid fentanyl, “It would 
have given him that last chance. 
Maybe he’d be here today.” 

Richmond said D’Antoni was 
taken to the emergency room of 
Long Island Jewish two months 
before he died after passing out 
from mixing OxyContin with 
prescription anti-depressants 
and anti-anxiety medications, 
but he was not linked to services. 

Insurance struggles 

Richmond also recounted 
“constant battles” with her in¬ 
surance company over getting 
approval for long-term residen¬ 
tial care for her son. The new 
program’s assistance in dealing 
with insurance or Medicaid is 
crucial, she said. 

“You need somebody to navi¬ 
gate the system,” she said. 
“When somebody is battling an 
addiction, your whole family is 
in crisis. You can’t even think 
straight.” 

The program, which began 
Monday, is aimed at emergency 
room patients who overdose on 
opioids such as heroin and Oxy¬ 
Contin, and on drugs such as co¬ 
caine or tranquilizers, and for 
people being treated for alcohol 
poisoning who would benefit 
from a residential program. 

The program is only for those 
who consent to post-emergency- 
room treatment. Patients sign a 
form in the emergency room stat¬ 
ing they authorize New Hope to 
pick them up and transport them 
to the center. Typically, a coun¬ 
selor and social worker will ac¬ 
company the patient, said Ash¬ 
ley Walker, New Hope’s director. 

The program is “one of the

first” of its kind in New York 
State, said Edison Alban, a 
spokesman for the state Office 
of Alcoholism and Substance 
Abuse Services. The new state 
budget requires emergency 
rooms in New York to develop 
protocols for referring patients 
with substance use disorder to 
treatment, he said. 

Nassau County Executive As¬ 
sistant District Attorney Mau¬ 
reen McCormick said the initia¬ 
tive also is a crime-fighting mea¬ 
sure, because many people steal 
to fund drug habits. 

Officials said it is difficult to 
predict how many people will 
be served by the program, be¬ 
cause it is voluntary. Long Is¬ 
land Jewish treated 96 people in 
its emergency room in 2017 
with the anti-opioid-overdose 
medication naloxone, often 
known by the brand name Nar- 
can, said Kate O’Neill, director 
of the emergency medicine ser¬ 
vice line at Northwell. 

Also Tuesday, George Tsunis, 
chairman of NuHealth, the pub¬ 
lic benefit corporation that runs 
NUMC, said the medical center 
will devote 22 more beds to 
medically assisted treatment for 
addiction. 

There currently are 20 such 
beds for medical treatment and 
detox, said Dr. Anthony Boutin, 
chief medical officer at NUMC. 

NUMC employees also will 
make available the anti-opioid- 
addiction medicine Vivitrol to 
inmates from the Nassau 
County Correctional Center 
who want it, Tsunis said. 
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Study tracks 
gut-brain link 


Researchers say fecal transplant 
helped children who have autism

Hearings sought 
into foundation

In the first published exam¬ 
ple of how the gut may play a 
role in autism, scientists have 
found that a “fecal transplant” 
helped to substantially improve 
behavior and gastrointestinal 
health in children with the neu- 
rodevelopmental disorder. 

The research involved a very 
small number of children — 18 

— with autism who also had se¬ 
vere gastrointestinal problems. 
Researchers at the Biodesign In¬ 
stitute at Arizona State Univer¬ 
sity theorized that by rebooting 
the children’s intestinal “micro- 
biome,” the flora that inhabits 
the gut, they would be able to im¬ 
prove symptoms of autism. To 
their surprise, rebalancing the 
bacteria in the gut had a lasting 
effect two years after the treat¬ 
ment for most of the partici¬ 
pants, all of whom were under 
the age of 18. 

Rosa Krajmalnik-Brown, lead 
author of the research at Arizona 
State, noted that results from the 
analysis add credence to the the¬ 
ory of a gut-brain axis in autism, 
which means bacteria in the in¬ 
testines influence the brain. 

Krajmalnik-Brown empha¬ 
sized that fecal transplants are 
best left to professionals. “We 
do not want people to try this 
at home,” she said. 

The transplants did not involve 
actual fecal matter but highly pu¬ 
rified “good” bacteria that had 
been extracted from feces and 
given to the children in what Kraj¬ 
malnik-Brown described as a 
“chocolate-flavored drink.” 

Fecal transplants rebalance 
the microbial flora of the in¬ 
testines — the gut microbiome 

— by providing recipients with 
bacteria derived from the stool 
of a healthy donor. Introducing 
new bacteria — which replicate 

— diversifies the bacterial com¬ 
munities flourishing in the gut. 
After the transplant, there was 
a particular abundance of two 
beneficial bacterial species — 


Bifidobacteria and Prevotella — 
the study found. 

Similar transplants have 
helped rescue adult patients 
from Clostridium difficile — C. 
diff — infections. An estimated 
500,000 people are affected by C. 
diff annually in the United 
States, and 30,000 die of the infec¬ 
tion, according to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention. 

Fecal transplants also hold 
promise to reboot the micro¬ 
biome in severe gastrointesti¬ 
nal disorders, such as colitis 
and Crohn’s disease. 

One of the biggest battles un¬ 
derway in medicine is the fight 
between doctors and pharma¬ 
ceutical companies over 
whether human feces should 
be considered a regulated drug 
or treatment that physicians 
can administer as they see fit. 

All of the children in Krajmal- 
nik-Brown’s research had a his¬ 
tory of stomach pain, frequent 
constipation and diarrhea, prob¬ 
lems that long have been re¬ 
ported by parents whose chil¬ 
dren are on the autism spec¬ 
trum. Up to 50 percent of chil¬ 
dren on the spectrum are be¬ 
lieved to have severe gastroin¬ 
testinal problems. 

The Arizona fecal trans¬ 
plants, which Krajmalnik- 
Brown called “fecal transfers,” 
were given as an initial high- 
dose followed by daily doses 
over an eight-week period. Find¬ 
ings were reported Friday in 
the journal Scientific Reports. 

“First, they got two weeks of 
vancomycin,” she said of the po¬ 
tent antibiotic, “to get rid of 
bacteria in the gut. Then they 
got a high-dose treatment, then 
the maintenance doses,” which 
were the eight weeks of daily 
bacterial cocktails in a choco¬ 
late-flavored drink. 

At the onset of the initial 
18-week research period, 83 per¬ 
cent of the children were found 
to have what Krajmalnik-Brown 
described as severe autism. Two 
years later, only 17 percent could 
be described as having severe 


symptoms of the neurodevelop- 
mental disorder while 39 percent 
were found to have mild or mod¬ 
erate symptoms. Forty-four per¬ 
cent were below the cutoff for 
mild autism symptoms. Along 
with an improvement in behav¬ 
ioral issues, gastrointestinal prob¬ 
lems diminished substantially for 
most of the youngsters, she said. 

The CDC estimates that 1 in 
every 59 children in the United 
States has an autism spectrum 
disorder. 

“What was so exciting was 
the lasting effect,” Krajmalnik- 
Brown said, referring to im¬ 
proved symptoms two years 
after treatment. 

Doctors not connected with 
the research said the findings 
are promising, but require addi¬ 
tional data. 

“Although researchers have 
long suspected that there is a re¬ 
lationship between the gut and 
the brain in children with 
autism, this study provides 
some — albeit imperfect — sup¬ 
port for this belief,” said Dr. An¬ 
drew Adesman, chief of devel¬ 
opmental and behavioral pedi¬ 
atrics at Cohen Children’s Med¬ 
ical Center in New Hyde Park. 

“The fecal transplant was the 
novel and the presumed major 
reason for the observed clinical 
improvement,” Adesman said, 
noting it’s possible that “other el¬ 
ements of the initial treatment 
regimen, such as the child get¬ 
ting two weeks of an antibiotic, 
actually altered the gut bacteria.” 

Adesman said he’s also con¬ 
cerned there was no placebo in 
the Arizona research that 
would allow a comparison of 
the observed benefits. 

Krajmalnik-Brown said addi¬ 
tional research is planned, in¬ 
cluding a placebo-controlled 
study. However, the next fecal 
transplant project, she said, 
will involve adults with autism. 

“We don’t have all of the an¬ 
swers at this point,” she said, 
adding that she and her team 
have only a hypothesis to ex¬ 
plain why children’s behavior 
improved after the fecal trans¬ 
plant. Perhaps because the gas¬ 
trointestinal discomfort was re¬ 
lieved, Krajmalnik-Brown said, 
the children simply felt better.

Nassau legislative Democrats 
are seeking public hearings into 
the Nassau Health Care Founda¬ 
tion, after the head of the public 
benefit corporation that runs 
Nassau University Medical Cen¬ 
ter branded a unit of the non¬ 
profit a “patronage pit.” 

George Tsunis, chairman of 
NuHealth, said he has shut¬ 
tered a key division of the 
foundation because of con¬ 
cerns about its spending and 
hiring practices. 

A Newsday story last month 
revealed that the nonprofit had 
received almost $41 million 
from NuHealth since 2010, and 
had spent more than $34 mil¬ 
lion on salaries. Federal tax re¬ 
turns show the number of foun¬ 
dation employees increased 
from 61 in 2010 to 101 in 2017. 

In a letter Friday, Minority 
Leader Kevan Abrahams (D- 
Freeport) and Legis. Delia De- 
Riggi-Whitton (D-Glen Cove) 
urged presiding officer 
Richard Nicolello (R-New 
Hyde Park) to “immediately 
schedule a public hearing into 
the activities” of the division, 
called a professional em¬ 
ployee organization. The hear¬ 
ing would review the PEO’s 
“impact on the fiscal stability” 
of NUMC and NuHealth, ac¬ 
cording to the letter. 

“The issues raised by Chair¬ 
man Tsunis should set off 
loud alarm bells for all of us in 
county government,” the let¬ 
ter says. “They beg the trou¬ 


bling question of whether, 
under its prior leadership, the 
PEO, the foundation and even 
the hospital itself were di¬ 
verted from their critical pub¬ 
lic health purposes and con¬ 
verted into a corrupt enter¬ 
prise to enrich politically con¬ 
nected patronage employees.” 

Abrahams and DeRiggi- 
Whitton said a hearing was 
“essential” to determining 
“who was responsible for the 
operations of the foundation 
and PEO” — as well as who 
was hired, how much they 
were paid, what outside ven¬ 
dors were paid, and “whether 
any political influence was ex¬ 
erted on the hiring process.” 

Frank Moroney, spokesman 
for the GOP legislative major¬ 
ity, said, “We don’t see a need 
for it [hearings] at this time.” 

He said the legislature should 
“... not get in the middle of a turf 
war between the current Presi¬ 
dent and the PEO leadership, 
each of whom disagree over the 
value added by the PEO to the 
County Hospital.” 

The PEO administered 
short-term grants and pro¬ 
grams and provided tempo¬ 
rary employees to NUMC. 

Earlier this month, the foun¬ 
dation’s two board members re¬ 
signed, and the remaining em¬ 
ployees resigned or were termi¬ 
nated, meeting minutes show. 

“The PEO has dissolved,” 
Tsunis said in an interview. 

Tsunis and NuHealth board 
members Michael DeLuca and 
Steve Cohn have taken posi¬ 
tions on the foundation’s board.

March on-time 
performance 
exceeds goal

The Long Island Rail 
Road’s streak of improved on- 
time performance continued 
in March — the railroad’s best 
month in nearly three years. 

The LIRR reported Mon¬ 
day that 94.6 percent of its 
trains ran on time in March. 
The figure was above the 
agency’s monthly goal of 94 
percent, and the best of any 
month since ?M^ 2016, when 
94.7 percent of trains were 
on time. 

And the railroad’s perfor¬ 
mance would have been even 
better, officials said, were it 
not for a March 25 incident in 
which overhead power lines 
fell onto the railroad’s tracks 
in Hicksville, delaying 119 
trains as the LIRR waited for 
PSEG crews to make repairs. 
The incident brought down 
the LIRR’s on-time perfor¬ 
mance for the month by 0.6 
percent. 

The railroad has improved 
on-time performance in three 
of the past four months — 
only dipping in February be¬ 
cause of the effects of the fatal 
train accident at a Westbury 
grade crossing that disrupted 
service through the area for 
days. Through the first three 
months of 2019, 93.2 percent 
of LIRR trains have operated 
on time, as compared to 88.3 
percent in the first three 
months of 2018 — a year that 
went on to become the rail¬ 
road’s worst in nearly two 
decades. 

The March numbers came 
as the railroad carried 7.5 mil¬ 
lion people that month — 
270,000 more than during the 

< same month in 2018. The rail-

lems. By raising some rail 
bridges that were prone to 
being struck by trucks, in¬ 
stalling safety devices at 
grade crossings to prevent mo¬ 
torists from accidentally driv¬ 
ing onto tracks, and working 
with PSEG to replace vulnera¬ 
ble utility poles near tracks, 
the LIRR said it has seen the 
“complete elimination” of sev¬ 
eral common types of delays. 

“We’re moving more and 
more people every day, as we 
tackle, one-by-one, the issues 
that affected their daily trav¬ 
els in the past,” Eng said. 

All of the railroad’s 
branches, except for Hemp¬ 
stead and Port Jefferson, met 
or exceeded their on-time per¬ 
formance goals last month. 
The Far Rockaway branch 
fared best, with 97.6 percent 
of trains running on time, 
while the Port Jefferson 
branch did the worst, with 
89.9 percent of trains being 
punctual. 

The LIRR, relying on what 
it called “the national com¬ 
muter rail industry stan¬ 
dard,” only considers a train 
late if it arrived at its final 
destination 6 minutes or 
more after its scheduled 
time. The State Legislature 
late last month changed its 
Public Authorities law to re¬ 
quire the railroad to consider 
late any train that arrives 2 
minutes or more after its 
scheduled time. The LIRR 
has not made the change yet. 

“I’m obviously heartened 
that the news isn’t worse, or

[the LIRR’s on-time perfor¬ 
mance] isn’t slipping back¬ 
ward. But, I think, until we 
have accurate metrics about 
what it means to be on time, 
it’s not really capturing the 
reality of how commuters 
are experiencing the rail¬ 
road,” State Sen. Todd 
Kaminsky (D-Long Beach) 
said. “The hope is, certainly, 
that this is the beginning of 
the turning of a corner.” 

Christine Gietschier, who 
has commuted on the LIRR 
for more than 30 years, said 
that despite the railroad’s sta¬ 
tistics, her morning train 
hasn’t picked her up on time 
at her home station of West¬ 
bury in months. 

“If you’re late to my sta¬ 
tion, that means something 
to me — especially if I’m 
making a connection,” said 
Gietschier, who nevertheless 
praised Eng for bringing 
“more of a sense of urgency” 
to the railroad. 

“I think him reaching out to 
the commuters and being will¬ 
ing to hear whatever someone 
has to say — that’s definitely a 
positive step,” she said. 

Responding to a request 
from new Metropolitan Trans¬ 
portation Authority chairman 
Patrick Foye, the LIRR this 
week began reporting some 
new performance metrics, in¬ 
cluding statistics on short 
trains and track circuit fail¬ 
ures that result in delays. 

In the first three months 
of 2019, the LIRR operated 
919 trains with fewer cars 
than usual — a reduction of 
17 percent from the same pe¬ 
riod in 2019. Short trains can 
cause delays because of over¬ 
crowding. And, through 
March of this year, the LIRR 
experienced 21 track circuit 
failures that resulted in at 
least one delay — a 62 per¬ 
cent increase over the same 
period in 2018. 
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Trump claiming 
victory ahead of 
probe’s release

WASHINGTON — The pres¬ 
ident isn’t waiting. As Washing¬ 
ton counts down the final 
hours until publication of the 
redacted special counsel re¬ 
port — now expected Thurs¬ 
day — Donald Trump stepped 
up his attacks in an effort to un¬ 
dermine potential disclosures 
on Russia, his 2016 campaign 
and the aftermath. 

He unleashed a series of 
tweets Monday focusing on 
the previously released sum¬ 
mary of special counsel Robert 
Mueller’s conclusions — in¬ 
cluding a crucial one on ob¬ 
struction of justice that Trump 
again misrepresented — pro¬ 
duced by Attorney General 
William Barr. 

“Mueller, and the A.G. based 
on Mueller findings (and great 
intelligence), have already 
ruled No Collusion, No Ob¬ 
struction,” Trump tweeted. 
“These were crimes commit¬ 
ted by Crooked Hillary, the 
DNC, Dirty Cops and others! 
INVESTIGATE THE INVESTI¬ 
GATORS!” 

Press secretary Sarah 
Sanders repeatedly tried to 
make the same case on TV talk 
shows on Sunday. But the politi¬ 
cal battle is far from finished 
over the special counsel’s inves¬ 
tigation of Russian efforts to 
help Trump in 2016 and 
whether there was cooperation 
with his campaign. 


Democrats are calling for 
Mueller himself to testify be¬ 
fore Congress and have ex¬ 
pressed concern that Barr will 
order unnecessary censoring 
of the report to protect the 
president. The House Judi¬ 
ciary Committee, led by Rep. 
Jerrold Nadler of New York, is 
poised to try to compel Barr to 
turn over an unredacted copy 
as well as the report’s underly¬ 
ing investigative files. 

The Justice Department an¬ 
nounced Monday that it ex¬ 
pects to release the redacted 
version Thursday morning, 
sending the findings of the 
nearly two-year probe to Con¬ 
gress and making them avail¬ 
able to the public. 

Mueller officially concluded 
his investigation late last 
month and submitted the confi¬ 
dential report to Barr. Two 
days later, the attorney general 
sent Congress a four-page let¬ 
ter that detailed Mueller’s 
“principal conclusions.” 

In his letter, Barr said the 
special counsel did not find a 
criminal conspiracy between 
Russia and Trump associates 
during the campaign. How¬ 
ever, contrary to Trump’s false 
claim, Mueller did not reach a 
conclusion on whether Trump 
obstructed justice. Instead, 
Mueller presented evidence on 
both sides of that question. 
Barr said he did not believe the 
evidence was sufficient to 
prove that Trump had ob¬ 
structed justice, but he noted 
that Mueller’s team did not ex¬ 
onerate the president. 

Portions of the report being 
released by the Justice Depart¬ 
ment will be redacted to pro¬ 
tect grand jury material, sensi¬

tive intelligence, matters that 
could affect ongoing investiga¬ 
tions and damage to the pri¬ 
vacy rights of third parties, the 
attorney general has said. 

The scores of outstanding 
questions about the investiga¬ 
tion have not stopped the presi¬ 
dent and his allies from declar¬ 
ing victory. 

They have painted House 
Democrats’ investigations as 
partisan overreach and have 
targeted news outlets and indi¬ 
vidual reporters they say have 
promoted the collusion story. 
The president himself seethed 
at a political rally that the 
whole thing was an attempt “to 
tear up the fabric of our great 
democracy.” 

He has told confidants in re¬ 
cent days that he was certain the 
full report would back up his 
declarations of vindication but 
was also convinced the media 
would manipulate the findings 


in an effort to damage him, ac¬ 
cording to two Republicans 
close to the White House not au¬ 
thorized to speak publicly about 
private conversations. In the 
waiting game’s final days, the 
White House continued to try to 
shape the narrative. 

“There was no obstruction, 
which I don’t know how you 
can interpret that any other 
way than total exoneration,” 
press secretary Sanders said 
on “Fox News Sunday.” 

While the president un¬ 
leashed his personal griev¬ 
ances, his team seized on any 
exculpatory information in 
Barr’s letter, hoping to define 
the conversation in advance, ac¬ 
cording to White House offi¬ 
cials and outside advisers who 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity because they were 
not authorized to publicly dis¬ 
cuss private deliberations. 

The victory lap was deliber¬ 


ately premature, they said. 

But Trump’s inner circle 
knows there will likely be fur¬ 
ther releases of embarrassing or 
politically damaging informa¬ 
tion. Barr’s letter, for instance, 
hinted that there would be at 
least one unknown action by the 
president that Mueller exam¬ 
ined as a possible act of obstruc¬ 
tion. A number of White House 
aides privately have said they 
are eager for all Russia stories, 
good or bad, to fade from the 
headlines. And there is fear 
among some presidential confi¬ 
dants that the rush to spike the 
football in celebration could 
backfire if bombshell new infor¬ 
mation emerges. 

Trump and his allies also 
continue to attack the origins 
of the Russia investigation, por¬ 
traying it as an effort by 
Democrats and career officials 
in the Justice Department to 
bring him down.

U.S. TO ALLOW 
LAWSUITS FOR 
CUBAN LANDS 

WASHINGTON — Stepping 
up pressure on Cuba, the 
Trump administration will 
allow lawsuits against foreign 
companies doing business in 
properties seized from Ameri¬ 
cans after the island’s 1959 revo¬ 
lution, a senior administration 
official said Tuesday. 

The move marks a change in 
more than two decades of U.S. 
policy on Cuba. 

President Donald Trump has 
been taking steps to isolate em¬ 
battled Venezuela President 
Nicolas Maduro, who is holding 
power with help from other coun¬ 
tries, including Cuba, China and 
Russia. The new policy against 
Havana could deal a severe blow 
to Cuba’s efforts to draw foreign 
investment, and spawn interna¬ 
tional trade disputes. 

The administration official 
who provided details of the shift 
spoke on condition of 
anonymity ahead of the official 
announcement by the State De¬ 
partment. 

After that announcement, na¬ 
tional security adviser John 
Bolton is expected to discuss 
the new policy during a speech 
Wednesday in Miami, which is 
home to thousands of exiles 
and immigrants from Cuba, 
Venezuela and Nicaragua. 

The speech at the Bay of Pigs 
Veterans Association is to be 
delivered on the 58th anniver¬ 
sary of the United States’ failed 
1961 invasion of the island, an at¬ 
tempt to overthrow the Cuban 
government. 

Johana Tablada, Cuba’s 
deputy director of U.S. affairs, 
said on Twitter: “Before they 
try to euphorically ride a wave 
of wickedness and lies, they 
should take a dose of reality. 
The world has told John Bolton 
and the U.S. government to 
eliminate the criminal blockade 
against Cuba and the Helms- 
Burton Act.” 

The 1996 act gave Americans 
the right to sue the mostly Euro¬ 
pean companies that operate 
out of hotels, tobacco factories, 
distilleries and other properties 
that Cuba nationalized after 
Fidel Castro took power. The 
act even allows lawsuits by 
Cubans who became U.S. citi¬ 
zens years after their proper¬ 
ties were taken. — AP 


Dem contenders 
already courting 
minority voters

In 2016, Sen. Bernie Sanders 
lost the Democratic primary in 
South Carolina by an overwhelm¬ 
ing 47 points to former Secretary 
of State Hillary Clinton. 

This presidential election 
cycle, Sanders has visited the 
state early and often, underscor¬ 
ing that its majority-black 
Democratic electorate is crucial 
to his path to the nomination. 

The Vermont independent 
isn’t alone in acknowledging 
the political significance of 
African-Americans, 90 percent 
of whom voted for the Demo¬ 
cratic candidate in the 2018 
midterm elections. 

The field of 2020 Democratic 
contenders — which includes 
Sens. Kamala Harris of Califor¬ 
nia and Cory Booker of New Jer¬ 
sey, who are black — is the most 
diverse ever, and the candidates 
already are focusing heavily on 
the African-American vote. 

President Donald Trump, 
for his part, also has tried to ap¬ 
peal to nonwhite voters, memo¬ 
rably asking in the 2016 cam¬ 
paign, “What do you have to 
lose?” In numbers consistent 
with the last presidential elec¬ 
tion, 10 percent of black voters 
said they would definitely 
back or would consider back¬ 
ing Trump in the 2020 general 
election, according to a Quin- 
nipiac University poll released 
late last month. 

But no one yet has a lock on 
the African-American vote, ex¬ 
perts say. 

“Black voters will give seri¬ 
ous consideration to nonblack 
candidates who, one, have a seri¬ 
ous chance of winning and, two, 
make a serious effort to reach 
out to them,” said Andra Gille¬ 
spie, an Emory University asso¬ 
ciate professor who researches 
African-American politics. 

Fourteen of the Democratic 
hopefuls descended on Man¬ 
hattan earlier this month to 
speak to the politically power¬ 
ful National Action Network. 

“Many of the things that you 
and I have struggled around — 
voting rights, police reform, 
civil liberties — are at stake,”

the organization’s founder, the 
Rev. Al Sharpton, told his mem¬ 
bers. “So, we take very seri¬ 
ously who is going to be con¬ 
tending in the next election.” 

Stump speeches at the gather¬ 
ing focused on economic poli¬ 
cies to reverse institutionalized 
racism. The presidential candi¬ 
dates also condemned Republi¬ 
can Trump’s presidency as detri¬ 
mental to African-Americans. 

Black voters account for about 
20 percent of the nation’s Demo¬ 
cratic electorate, experts say. 

Black women, in particular, 
constitute a formidable voting 
bloc that was crucial to Demo¬ 
crat Doug Jones’ election to 
the U.S. Senate in Alabama in 
2017 and Democrat Stacey 
Abrams’ competitive but un¬ 
successful bid for Georgia gov¬ 
ernor last year, said Christina 


Greer, Fordham University as¬ 
sociate professor and author of 
“Black Ethnics.” 

“Not only do black women 
mobilize people to the polls ... 
they’re the ones raising the is¬ 
sues, raising the alarm, espe¬ 
cially in the Trump era,” Greer 
said, citing issues such as repro¬ 
ductive rights, high incarcera¬ 
tion rates, jobs and health care. 

Clinching support among 
black voters is key to winning 
not only the South Carolina pri¬ 
mary next Feb. 29 — the fourth 
nominating contest on the cal¬ 
endar — but also to picking up 
delegates across the South, 
Gillespie said. 

Sen. Elizabeth Warren of 
Massachusetts held a CNN 
town hall last month in Jackson, 
Mississippi, where she urged a 
“national, full-blown conversa¬ 
tion about reparations.” 

Reparations to atone to 
African-Americans for genera¬ 
tions of slavery were a theme at 
the National Action Network 
convention April 3-5. All the pres¬ 
idential candidates who spoke 
expressed support for a House 
bill to form a commission to 
study reparations. Sen. Kirsten 
Gillibrand of New York called 
the discussion “long overdue.” 

Convention attendees 
ranked education, housing and 
police accountability as among 
their priorities. 

Some noted that discussions 
about race have become re¬ 
freshingly frank since 2016. 

Cynthia East, 54, of the 
Bronx, welcomed what she 
called the humility of former 


Texas Rep. Beto O’Rourke. 

“He says what we’ve been 
thinking. He says he has ‘white 
privilege,’ ” East said. 

Several attendees said they 
would support former Vice 
President Joe Biden if he en¬ 
tered the race. 

Biden was not at the conven¬ 
tion. But his long record in¬ 
cludes his handling of the 
Supreme Court confirmation 
hearings of Justice Clarence 
Thomas as chairman of the Sen¬ 
ate Judiciary Committee in 1991. 

During the Thomas hear¬ 
ings, Anita Hill, who had 
worked with Thomas at the 
U.S. Department of Education 
and at the Equal Employment 
Opportunity Commission, ac¬ 
cused him of sexual miscon¬ 
duct. She testified before 
Biden and an all-white, all¬ 
male panel, and Biden has 
faced criticism for not shield¬ 
ing her from attacks.

Happens as key 
budget vote near

Eastport-South Manor 
schools Superintendent Patrick 
Brimstein, brought into the dis¬ 
trict in May 2017 as a financial 
troubleshooter, was placed on 
paid administrative leave by 
the district’s board Monday 
evening, local officials con¬ 
firmed Tuesday. 

Nicholas Vero, the board 
president, declined Tuesday to 
discuss the reasons for Brim- 
stein’s indefinite suspension 
from his $224,700-a-year post, 
citing confidentiality rules. 

The administrative shake-up 
came less than two days before 
a crucial vote by the seven- 


member school board on 
whether to submit a $97 mil- 
lion-plus budget to voters on 
May 21. 

As planned, the budget for 
2019-20 would be accompanied 
by a $512,411 ballot proposition 
to hire armed security guards, 
which would push Eastport- 
South Manor over its state-as- 
signed tax cap. 

Vero said that daily operating 
decisions in the 3,200-student 
district will be made temporar¬ 
ily by two assistant superinten¬ 
dents — Tim Laube, who is in 
charge of business and school 
operations, and Linda Weiss, 
who handles personnel and dis¬ 
trict accountability. 

“We just need time to catch 
our breath,” said Vero, who ac¬ 
knowledged that the latest man¬ 
agement changes are upsetting 
in a district that has spent more 
than a year struggling to get its 
finances in order. 


Vero added that board 
trustees probably would meet 
sometime next week in order 
to start the process of hiring an 
interim superintendent. 

Laube and other district 
staffers voiced confidence that 
the Eastport-South Manor sys¬ 
tem will move ahead with bud¬ 
get plans that have undergone 
months of public hearings and 
planning. 

The school board is sched¬ 
uled to meet in executive ses¬ 
sion Wednesday evening, then 
hold a public session starting at 
7 p.m. at Eastport-South Manor 
Junior-Senior High School to 
make a final decision on its pro¬ 
posed budget. 

“I’m confident that the board 
has been diligent in coming up 
with the best budget possible 
for the children and commu¬ 
nity, “ said Linda Wygonik, pres¬ 
ident of the district’s 345-mem¬ 
ber teacher union. 


The budget under considera¬ 
tion for the 2019-20 school year 
would boost Eastport-South 
Manor’s spending by 3.81 per¬ 
cent and raise tax revenues 3.69 
percent, Laube said. The pro¬ 
jected increases would exceed 
the district’s tax cap and re¬ 
quire approval by a 60 percent 
“supermajority” of voters on 
May 21. 

In January 2018, Eastport- 
South Manor was identified 
by the state comptroller’s of¬ 
fice as among 26 districts 
statewide facing fiscal stress. 
A drop in the district’s cash re¬ 
serves led to a downgrade in 
its credit rating from Standard 
& Poor’s. 

At the time, school adminis¬ 
trators said the district’s fiscal 
woes had been building for 
years, as staff levels continued 
to climb even as enrollments 
fell. In addition, administrators 
said, the district repeatedly dug

into cash reserves in order to 
curb taxes. 

Brimstein himself said repeat¬ 
edly that Eastport-South Ma¬ 
nor had been “living beyond its 
budget for years.” He did not re¬ 
turn a Newsday phone call 
Tuesday. 

Eastport-South Manor con¬ 
sidered trying for a tax-cap 
override in the May 2018 ballot¬ 
ing, but then dropped the idea. 

This year, it is one of only 
two districts on Long Island 
planning override attempts. 
The Wyandanch system, where 
the fiscal crunch could mean a 
proposed budget with a tax 
hike of more than 40 percent, is 
the other.

Trying to defuse 
religious hatred

A unity that transcends faith 
and rejects the ignorance at the 
root of religious bias may be the 
best antidote to violence di¬ 
rected at people for their beliefs, 
a panel of local Jewish, Muslim 
and Christian leaders said in El- 
mont on Tuesday night. 

“Complacency is sometimes 
equivalent to complicity,” said 
Afaf Nasher, executive director 
of the Council on American-Is- 
lamic Relations of New York, 
one of a panel of eight leaders 
representing the three Abra- 
hamic faiths, at an event to dis¬ 
cuss anti-Semitism, Islamopho- 
bia and other forms of religious 
hatred and violence. The dis¬ 
cussion lasted about two hours. 

“What I would like to suggest 
is that we stop being complicit... 
. We need to hold people ac¬ 
countable; that means media, 


politicians.... We need to speak 
to our youth at the dinner table 
to let them know that it is never 
OK to utter a racist comment as 
a joke or otherwise. There needs 
to be a zero tolerance among us,” 
Nasher said. 

The forum, attended by about 
20 at the Elmont Memorial Li¬ 
brary, was sponsored by Legis. 
Carrie Solages (D-Valley 
Stream). 

“I do not want to wait for the 
next massacre or hate-related 
incident to happen to bring peo¬ 
ple together,” he said, adding 
that the recent killings of 11 
Jews in Pittsburgh’s Tree of Life 
synagogue in October and 50 
Muslims in two mosques in 
Christchurch, New Zealand, 
“brought me to tears, honestly.” 

Rabbi Anchelle Perl of 
Chabad of Mineola said much of 
the violence directed at people 
for their beliefs stems from igno¬ 
rance and a sense of superiority. 


“The key to all of this, partic¬ 
ularly anti-Semitism, is igno¬ 
rance,” he said, adding that “ev¬ 
eryone must remember there is 
no pecking order here, no big¬ 
ger, no less. We all have our di¬ 
verse religions and outlooks 
and that’s our strength.” 

Imam Ibad Wali, director of 


the Hillside Islamic Center, said 
there is a double standard when 
it comes to violence against 
some faiths. He cited fatal shoot¬ 
ings against Jews in Kansas City, 
Missouri, in 2014; Muslims in 
Chapel Hill, North Carolina, in 
2015; and Sikhs in Oak Creek, 
Wisconsin, in 2012, as not readily 


labeled terrorist acts. 

“There is a double stan¬ 
dard,” he said. “Words that 
would usually come out and 
people being outraged if it 
was a different ethnicity and a 
different group of people tar¬ 
geted. That type of expression 
is not there.” 
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Board seat 
filled, ethics 
code revised

The Hempstead Town Board 
on Tuesday appointed Thomas 
Muscarella to fill a vacancy on 
the board and passed a long- 
sought overhaul of the town 
ethics code. 

The board’s four Republicans 
voted unanimously to appoint 
Muscarella, a Republican, de¬ 
spite the objections of Demo¬ 
cratic Supervisor Laura Gillen, 
who said the appointment was 
undemocratic and will give him 
an unfair advantage when he 
runs for election to the seat in 
November. 

Muscarella, 59, of Garden City, 
takes the seat of former Second 
District Councilman Edward 
Ambrosino, who pleaded guilty 
to felony tax evasion and re¬ 
signed from his town post April 
3 . 

Democratic Senior Council- 
woman Dorothy Goosby left 
the meeting before the vote. 

Gillen called the appointment 
a “move to tip the scales in No¬ 


vember,” and noted all of the Re¬ 
publicans on the board were first 
appointed to their seats. 

Councilman Anthony D’Espos- 
ito countered by citing instances 
in which Democratic govern¬ 
ments have made appointments 
to fill vacancies both statewide 
and locally. He also said that 
Tom Tweedy, a Republican run¬ 
ning on the Democratic line 
against Muscarella in Novem¬ 
ber,himself appointed people to 
fill vacancies on the Floral Park 
Village board of trustees as 
mayor. 

Muscarella was sworn in 
after the vote. 

“The person who vacated 
this seat had to do so for per¬ 
sonal reasons,” he said of Am¬ 
brosino. 

“I am an appointed official. 
When it comes to Muscarellas, 
we like to be elected officials 
and I will work hard to repre¬ 
sent the area.” 

Muscarella’s siblings include 
an Oyster Bay Town council¬ 
man, a Nassau County legisla¬ 
tor and a Nassau County Dis¬ 
trict Court judge. 

The board also unanimously 


passed an overhaul of the town 
ethics code with new or revised 
rules combating nepotism, con¬ 
flicts of interest and the use of 
town offices for private gain. 

“This is a vast improvement 
of the existing code of ethics,” 
the town’s ethics counsel Steve 
Leventhal said. “Previously, it 
was a bare-bones statute that 
was really inadequate.” 

The new code includes a 
clause added by D’Esposito 
that prohibits town officials 
from seeking to limit the free- 
speech rights of town employ¬ 
ees and contractors. 

The proposal was prompted 
by a memo purportedly show¬ 
ing that Gillen had contacted a 


town contractor regarding an 
employee of the company who 
had publicly criticized Gillen, 
according to a Monday town 
board news release. 

According to the release, the 
memo was sent from the em¬ 
ployer to the employee and 
stated that Gillen contacted the 
firm about the employee’s criti¬ 
cal comments, which “have 
jeopardized our business rela¬ 
tionship with our client, the 
Town of Hempstead.” 

The memo purportedly asked 
the employee to refrain from 
such remarks, and warned that 
doing otherwise could lead to 
the employee’s “termination.” 

Bonnie Radafshar of West- 


bury confirmed in an interview 
that she is the employee refer¬ 
enced and that she received the 
memo from her employer. 

D’Esposito said the employer 
is Hawkins Delafield & Wood, 
the town’s bond counsel. 

Radafshar said: “Freedom of 
speech is always important to 
maintain, and I have respect for 
my employer.” 

Robert Smith, a partner at 
the firm, declined to comment. 

Gillen spokesman Mike Fric- 
chione declined to comment, say¬ 
ing he was “afraid of retaliation 
from [D’Esposito] because he 
has publicly threatened to fire 
me... for speaking to the press on 
the supervisor’s behalf.”

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Teens deny slaying role 


Three plead not 
guilty in alleged 
MS-13 gang killing

Three teenagers have denied 
taking part in the alleged MS-13 
gang slaying of a 17-year-old 
whose body police found behind 
a Nassau community center 
after a December shooting and 
machete attack that investigators 
linked to an earlier Queens 
killing. 

A 16-year-old Far Rockaway 
boy pleaded not guilty Tuesday 
to murder in the Dec. 18 slaying 
of Harold Sermeno behind Five 
Towns Community Center, on 
the border of Lawrence and In¬ 
wood. 

“Innocent,” the bespectacled 
teen blurted out at a Youth Court 
arraignment in Hempstead, in re¬ 
sponse to the accusation. 

His mother wept in the court¬ 
room’s front row as a Spanish 
language interpreter translated 
the proceedings. 

Judge Conrad Singer re-

manded the 16-year-old to a ju¬ 
venile facility to await trial. 

The teen’s Nassau Legal Aid 
Society lawyer declined to com¬ 
ment after the arraignment. 

A Nassau County indictment 
shows three juveniles and three 
adults face murder charges in 
the Sermeno case, Newsday 
reported last week. 

Four of those six people also 
face murder charges in the Dec. 
15 slaying of Ian Michael Cruz, 
23, in Bayswater Point State 
Park in Queens, according to 
court records and sources. 

Last year, the NYPD arrested 
five of the same six indicted 
people in connection with the 
Queens killing, including one 
only on weapons charges, 
sources said. 

Murder charges in both the 
Nassau and Queens slayings 
are being prosecuted in Nassau 
County, according to an April 4 
indictment. 

The Nassau district attor¬ 


ney’s office declined to com¬ 
ment last week and again 
Tuesday. 

A court official previously 
said authorities can prosecute 
defendants in nearby jurisdic¬ 
tions if the alleged crimes hap¬ 
pen within a certain distance of 
the border. 

On Monday, a second 
16-year-old boy, from Far Rock¬ 
away, named in the indictment 
and a 13-year-old girl pleaded 
not guilty in Hempstead Youth 
Court to murder in the killing 
of Sermeno, who a source previ¬ 
ously told Newsday was be¬ 
lieved to be a Latin Kings gang 
member. 

Those two teens, baby-faced 
and in handcuffs, also pleaded 
not guilty to murder in Cruz’s 
slaying before Singer remanded 
them to juvenile facilities. 

The petite 13-year-old, also 
from Far Rockaway, wore a 
black hoodie sweatshirt, her 
dark hair hanging below her 
shoulders as she stood with her 
appointed lawyer, Russell Roth- 
berg, and an interpreter. 

“I’m shocked,” Rothberg said 
later of the allegations against 
his client. “We’re going to fight 
the charges.” 


An appointed lawyer for the 
16-year-old arraigned Monday 
in Hempstead told the judge he 
believed his client didn’t have 
previous arrests and that prose¬ 
cutors were alleging the teen 
served as a lookout. 

“He’s not alleged to have 
shot or stabbed anybody . . . 
And the case hasn’t been liti¬ 
gated. This is still allegations,” 
attorney Scott Bookstein said 
later in an interview. 

Law enforcement sources 
previously said authorities 
think the 13-year-old lured 
Cruz to the park with an online 
promise of sex before he was 
shot in the head. 

Cruz may have belonged to 
the 18th Street gang — an MS-13 
rival — a New York City law en¬ 
forcement official told News- 
day in December. 

Last week, two of the ac¬ 
cused adults, Queens residents 
Carlos Guerra, 18, and 
Yonathan Sanchez, 22, pleaded 
not guilty in Nassau County 
Court to murder charges in 
both slayings. 

The arraignment of the third 
adult named in the indictment 
is expected shortly, sources 
said Tuesday. 


Nassau cops chaige Queens couple in scam

Two Queens residents face at¬ 
tempted grand larceny charges 
after they tried to scam a Minne¬ 
sota woman out of nearly $8,000 
in cash and gift cards — some of 
which was to be sent to an ad¬ 
dress in Roosevelt to help her 
supposedly imprisoned grand¬ 
son, authorities said. 

The female victim, 84, of 
Goodhue, Minnesota, said she 
received a phone call on April 3 
from a person who identified 
themselves as an attorney, stat¬ 
ing falsely that the woman’s 
grandson was in police custody, 
Nassau cops said in a news re¬ 
lease. The caller then directed 
the victim to purchase gift 
cards totaling about $2,750 and 
to provide those codes over the 
phone, police said. The victim 
complied. 

Two days later, the caller con¬ 
tacted the victim again and told 
her to send $5,100 in cash to an 
address on Hudson Avenue in 
Roosevelt to get her grandson 
into a work release program, au-

thorities said. 

The victim went to a Minne¬ 
sota UPS store where a store em¬ 
ployee instructed the victim to 
contact police before mailing out 
the package, authorities said. 
The victim called the Goodhue 
Police Department, which then 
conducted a joint operation with 
Nassau police, officials said. 

The victim agreed to mail the 
$5,100 and on Monday, shortly be¬ 
fore 11:40 a.m., detectives appre¬ 
hended Jiarui Chen, 25, of 
Queens as he arrived at the Roo¬

sevelt location to remove the 
package, police said. 

Police then found Chen’s vehi¬ 
cle, a 2014 Mercedes-Benz, and 
arrested his wife, Yue Niu, 26, of 
Queens, who was sitting inside. 
The vehicle was impounded. 

Chen and Niu were each 
charged with third-degree at¬ 
tempted grand larceny. 

Chen was arraigned Tuesday 
in Hempstead and held on 
$2,000 cash or $1,000 bond. He 
is due back in court Thursday. 
Wei Zhu, an attorney for Chen, 


did not immediately respond to 
a request for comment. 

Niu was issued a desk appear¬ 
ance ticket and is due back in 
court May 13. 

In recent months, Nassau 
and Suffolk police have issued 
warnings to seniors to be on 
the alert for con artists who 
have stolen tens of thousands 
of dollars by claiming to be po¬ 
lice officers, IRS agents and 
other government officials. 

The swindlers typically call 
victims and tell them they 
need to send money to bail 
out loved ones from jail or to 
settle an outstanding tax bill 
or legal issue, according to po¬ 
lice in Nassau and Suffolk 
counties. Law enforcement of¬ 
ficials said these were espe¬ 
cially tough cases to investi¬ 
gate and prosecute because 
the scam artists are often 
based in Russia, China and 
other foreign countries. 

Nassau detectives ask any¬ 
one who has been victimized 
by Chen or Niu to contact po¬ 
lice at 800-244-TIPS. All calls 
will remain anonymous. 


BLOODS GANG 
LEADER GETS 
20 YEARS

A leader of the Bloods 
street gang was sentenced 
Tuesday to 20 years in federal 
prison after pleading guilty to 
conspiracy to distribute crack 
cocaine, involvement in two 
shootings, and possession of a 
firearm, according to officials. 

Michael Smith, 33, of Mas¬ 
tic, a leader of the “Nine 
Trey” Bloods, sold crack in 
Bay Shore, Brentwood and 
Central Islip, to dealers, in¬ 
cluding some fellow Bloods 
members, and users, from 
2008 and 2014, officials said. 
Smith used his position in the 
Bloods to buy, process and 
sell kilograms of the drug, 
they said. 

Smith had also admitted to 
taking part in two shootings. 

In one, in November 2011, 
Smith argued with one of 
his drug suppliers in front of 
a Patchogue bar and shot 
him in the chest, officials 
said. The dealer survived. 

In the second, in June 
2013, Smith and other 
Bloods went to the Central 
Islip home of a fellow 
Bloods member to confront 
him about his role in a previ¬ 
ous shooting. 

Smith pointed a gun at the 
Bloods member, but a by¬ 
stander “restrained” him, not¬ 
ing that a number of women 
and children were in the im¬ 
mediate area, officials said. 

Smith then ordered an¬ 
other Bloods member with 
him to shoot the man. He did, 
officials said, and that victim 
also survived. 

“With today’s sentence, 
Smith has been held account¬ 
able for his ruthless conduct 
and for profiting from the 
human misery he perpetu¬ 
ated in Suffolk County by sup¬ 
plying crack,” said Eastern 
District U.S. Attorney Ri¬ 
chard Donoghue in a state¬ 
ment. “This office, together 
with our law enforcement 
partners, will continue to 
work tirelessly to dismantle 
violent street gangs in our 
communities.” 

Smith’s attorney, Murry 
Singer, of Port Washington, 
declined to comment after¬ 
ward. 
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Fiscal monitor a no-go 


Oyster Bay votes 
down financial 
oversight bill

The Oyster Bay Town Board 
on Tuesday unanimously voted 
against home rule messages in 
support of a fiscal monitor hours 
before state legislators planned 
to convene a public hearing on 
the bill proposal. 

The town resolutions against 
the fiscal monitor were “walk- 
ons,” meaning they were not an¬ 
nounced before the meeting. 
The hearing on the fiscal moni¬ 
tor legislation Tuesday night at 
the Plainview Old Bethpage Li¬ 
brary was scheduled weeks in ad¬ 
vance. About 30 people attended 
the morning meeting and close 
to 60 showed up for the evening 
hearing, not including govern¬ 
ment employees and officials. 

“The bill does nothing to bene¬ 
fit the taxpayers of Oyster Bay,” 


Town Supervisor Joseph Saladino 
said at the beginning of a roughly 
two-hour discussion of the fiscal 
monitor proposal. “It does not 
provide any financial relief.” 

The bill was first introduced in 
January 2017 by Assemb. Charles 
Lavine (D-Glen Cove) and Sen. 
John Brooks (D-Seaford). They 
reintroduced the bill in January. 

Saladino, a Republican, ac¬ 
cused the legislators of “politi¬ 
cal theater.” 

Lavine responded by making 
the same accusation against Sala- 
dinio and other members of the 
town board. 

“They conducted their own 
piece of political theater this 
morning,” Lavine said in an in¬ 
terview, adding that the board 
resolutions were “never no¬ 
ticed and of which the public 
was completely unaware.” 

His proposal was “concep¬ 
tual,” Lavine said, and could be 
modified. If residents want “ef¬ 
fective government,” Lavine said, 
they could petition Saladino and 
the town board for a home rule 
message for a fiscal monitor. 

Saladino said the town’s fi-

nances “are headed in the right 
direction” and legislators should 
take note of that. Saladino and 
former Town Supervisor John 
Venditto largely followed a fiscal 
plan crafted in 2016 to reduce 
debt and deficits through a com¬ 
bination of union concessions, a 
hiring freeze, reduced borrowing 
and a tax hike to address long¬ 
standing financial problems. 

Saladino announced Tuesday 
that the town had eliminated its 
operational deficit. Town offi¬ 
cials declined to provide informa¬ 


tion about fund balances to sup¬ 
port Saladino’s claim of deficit 
elimination. Following the meet¬ 
ing, town Finance Director 
Robert Darienzo said the fund bal¬ 
ance numbers would not be re¬ 
leased because they could change 
once a 2018 audit is finished. 

Speakers at the hearing Tues¬ 
day night were mixed, with a ma¬ 
jority saying they favored a fiscal 
monitor while others opposed it 
or raised concerns. One speaker 
suggested a statewide mecha¬ 
nism to impose a fiscal monitor 
on any town that failed to ad¬ 
dress its financial problems. 

Lavine said afterward his of¬ 
fice would write a report about 
the hearing and assess the next 
steps legislators would take. 

“You heard it here this 
evening,” Lavine said, “people 
were upset with the way the 
government the town of Oyster 
Bay is conducting itself.” 

Under the legislation pro¬ 
posed by Brooks and Lavine, a fis¬ 
cal monitor appointed by the 
state comptroller’s office would 
have the power to overrule the 
town board.

Brooklyn teacher faces sex abuse charges

A Baldwin man who teaches 
in Brooklyn has been arrested 
and charged with sexually abus¬ 
ing an 11-year-old female stu¬ 
dent during a school trip and in 
a classroom, authorities said. 

Daniel Santiago, 29, is 
charged with three counts of 
first-degree sexual abuse, three 


of third-degree sexual abuse 
and three of endangering the 
welfare of a child, according to 
court documents. He was ar¬ 
rested by the NYPD on Mon¬ 
day and arraigned Tuesday in 
Kings Criminal Court. 

Information about bail and 
his defense attorney were not 
immediately available through 
online court records. 

Education officials said Santi¬ 


ago has worked for the city De¬ 
partment of Education since 
2014 and most recently taught 
at the Brooklyn Science and En¬ 
gineering Academy. 

“This teacher was immedi¬ 
ately reassigned away from 
the classroom when we were 
made aware of this disturbing 
allegation,” a statement from 
the Department of Education 
said. “We’ll seek to remove 


him from payroll as quickly as 
possible while the investiga¬ 
tion is pending.” 

Court documents state that 
Santiago is accused of inappro¬ 
priately touching the victim 
on a bus during a school trip 
and twice inside a classroom. 
The alleged incidents oc¬ 
curred on April 5, 9 and 10, ac¬ 
cording to the criminal com¬ 
plaint.

‘GoT draws 
17.4M viewers 

HBO’s “Game of Thrones” lived up to 
the hype. This past weekend’s season 
premiere stands as the most-watched 
one-day event in the history of the cable 
network that began in 1978, The Associ¬ 
ated Press reports. 

The Nielsen company said 17.4 million 
people watched the Sunday opener to 
the show’s final season, either live on 
the network at 9 p.m., streamed, through 
HBO’s on-demand service or during two 
reruns that aired later that night. 
Nielsen can’t account for people who 
watched more than once. 

HBO’s previous high-water mark was 
last season’s finale of “Game of 
Thrones,” making it likely that this new 
HBO record will be eclipsed when the 
series ends on May 19. 

Nielsen said that 11.8 million people 
watched the season premiere tradition¬ 
ally, meaning when it first aired on the 
network at 9 p.m.

The numbers are likely to keep going 
up; HBO estimates that 32.8 million peo¬ 
ple watched each episode of the show 
last season. 

Viewership for the show is more im¬ 
pressive when you consider that HBO is 
a service that people have to specifically 
pay for. It is available in around 35 mil¬ 
lion households in the United States, or 
roughly a third of the number of homes 
that can see CBS, NBC and ABC.

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Beach pavilion 
gets more funds 

Southampton Town has in¬ 
creased its $3 million budget 
for the overhaul of the Pon- 
quogue Beach Pavilion by 
$225,000. 

Construction on the Hamp¬ 
ton Bays facility began in Oc¬ 
tober and is expected to be 
completed by the summer. 

The facility will undergo 
various renovations includ¬ 
ing new Ipe wood decking 
and railings, siding, roofing, 
cupolas, interior hardware 
and finishes, expanded deck 
space, a new entrance, addi¬ 
tional shower, completely 
renovated restrooms and 
parking lot improvements, 
according to an October 
press release from the town. 

The additional cost will 
fund repairs to the pavilion’s 
undercarriage, which was pre¬ 
viously thought to be in good 
condition but is deteriorating. 

“It would be crazy to build 
all this brand new decking 
and all this renovation on 
something that is falling 
apart,” Supervisor Jay Schnei- 
derman said during an 
April 9 town board meeting. 

The town board voted 5-0 
to increase the project bud¬ 
get by $225,000, an amount 
that will be drawn from 
town surplus funds.

Town hopes park’s $4 million softball upgrade will draw region’s best teams

Smithtown is moving ahead 
with a $4 million plan to re¬ 
build Daniel J. Flynn Memorial 
Park with hopes of turning the 
softball complex off Corn- 
mack’s Old Commack Road 
into a destination for the re¬ 
gion’s top teams by fall 2020. 

The plan that staffers and 
consultants presented to the 
town board this month calls for 
the park’s four fields to be re¬ 
graded and resurfaced with nat¬ 
ural or artificial turf, a new 
drainage system underneath to 
allow for play to resume 
rapidly after rain, warning 
tracks and pitchers’ warm-up 
mounds. Two fields will be 
ready for play by 2020, and all 
four by 2021, officials said. 

Also planned are LED field 
lighting and a two-story hub 
building with ground-level con¬ 
cessions, bathrooms, a pro 
shop and an air-conditioned 
second-floor office for officials. 
Fans will get covered bleachers, 
and new fences extended from 
field backstops will protect any¬ 
one walking along the base¬ 
lines. A playground formerly lo¬ 
cated on the park’s edge has 
been demolished and will be re¬ 
located to a more central loca¬ 
tion. The bond-funded rebuild 
will the park’s first since its 
1979 dedication. 

“We’re going to be bringing 
back softball tournaments,” 
Councilman Thomas Lohmann 
said. “We’re bringing back law 
enforcement world tourna¬ 
ments, Wounded Warriors” 
and Little League, he said. 

Weekend tournaments — 
which can attract dozens of 
teams, each with at least 10 play¬ 
ers, sometimes family members 
and fans as well — typically 
bring thousands of dollars in 
fees, town and softball league 
officials said, but can have a big¬

ger effect on local businesses. 
“Your delis, your 7-Elevens, the 
hotels in the area — the eco¬ 
nomic boost we’ll see from this 
will be beneficial to the commu¬ 
nity as well,” Lohmann said. 

Smithtown hosted tourna¬ 
ments, including regional cham¬ 
pionships, during the 1980s for 
the organization now known as 
the United States Specialty 
Sports Association, which sanc¬ 
tions most of the softball leagues 
on Long Island. 

The tournaments, however, 
became less frequent as facili¬ 
ties declined. Games were can¬ 
celed because of puddles in the 
infield. Outfielders played on a 
slope. Asphalt paths cracked. 
Bigger events have sprung up 
elsewhere. 

Gary Godden, executive state 
director for the USSSA, said 
some of the group’s biggest tour¬ 
naments are now held in Florida. 
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Year-round play pumps tens of 
millions of dollars into that 
state’s economy, he said. 

Softball participation overall 
is down from the 70s and ‘80s, 
when many companies fielded 
teams, sometimes hiring ring¬ 


ers who were paid more for 
their play than for their output 
on the shop floor, he said. 
Grumman alone once had 40 
softball teams. 

Long Island nevertheless re¬ 
mains a promising market, with 
about 1,000 softball teams, he 
said. And Smithtown’s planned 
improvements would set its fa¬ 
cility apart from others. 

Vinny Simeone, USSSA Long 
Island director, said Suffolk 
County has just a handful of 
the four-field complexes that 
are most desirable for tourna¬ 
ment play and that not all are 
lit for night play. Nassau 
County’s Mitchel Park has a 
four-field complex, but lacks 
the fences needed for sanc¬ 
tioned tournaments, he said. 

A reborn Flynn Park “will 
probably be the top on Long Is¬ 
land for slow-pitch softball,” he 
said.

Solar panels planned 
for Calabro Airport 

Brookhaven Town officials 
said the 10,000 solar panels 
being placed at Brookhaven 
Calabro Airport will generate 
enough electricity to power 
nearly 300 homes once the 
installation is completed in 
August. 

Officials said the ground- 
mount solar arrays will be 
added at the four corners of 
the airport. 

Supervisor Edward P. 
Romaine said the move is in 
line with his green energy 
initiative announced in 2015 to 
significantly reduce green¬ 
house gas emissions from town 
operations. 

“These solar projects are a 
key element of our overall 
commitment to protect and 
preserve the environment in 
Brookhaven,” Romaine in a 
statement. 

PSEG Long Island awarded 
Brookhaven a Feed-In Tariff 
in 2014 to install the panels 
at three other town-owned 
sites besides the Shirley 
airport: the town landfill, the 
Manorville Compost Facility 
and the Holtsville Ecology 
Site. 

More sites, including Town 
Hall, have been added since 
then.

Parking crackdown 
doubles summonses 

The Town of Huntington has 
issued thousands of parking 
summonses as part of a new 
parking enforcement initiative 
that started March 1. 

Officers in the town’s Depart¬ 
ment of Public Safety Parking 
Enforcement Team issued 
3,303 parking summonses with 
a face value of $233,935 from 
March 1 through last Wednes¬ 
day, Town Supervisor Chad 
Lupinacci said in a news re¬ 
lease. In the same time period 
in 2018, the town issued 1,550 
summonses with a $129,830 
face value. 

The public safety depart¬ 
ment focused on enforcing 
parking regulations in down¬ 
town Huntington and at the

Long Island Rail Road station. 

“We have received positive 
feedback regarding the in¬ 
creased visibility of the PET 
patrols, particularly in the 
village,” Lupinacci said. “We 
have to exhaust every option 
before committing to altering 
the landscape of historic down¬ 
town Huntington to solve a 
problem that has existed for a 
long time, and has only been 
made worse by the granting of 
parking variances in previous 
years for development we just 
cannot sustain.” 

The parking enforcement 
program has two dedicated 
full-time officers and occa¬ 
sional part-time reinforcement 
as necessary. The town plans 
to have a minimum of four 
full-time parking enforcement 
officers in the future. 

The biggest increase in 
summonses issued were for 
meter violations and com¬ 
muter permit violations. 

“We’ve had virtually no 
negative feedback from the 
public since we rolled out our 
Parking Enforcement Team, 
and summons numbers are up 
over 100 percent,” Public 
Safety Director Peter Sammis 
said in the release. 

“I think people are relieved 
to see the enforcement of 
parking rules, especially when 


there has been abuse of park¬ 
ing for so long. Just this past 
week, my PET officers have 
told me they’ve been very well 
received.” 

The increased enforcement 
comes after the town held a 
parking violations amnesty 
program and collected $162,161 
on 972 delinquent summonses.

The state Department of 
Transportation, which runs 
Republic Airport, is moderniz¬ 
ing the dated first-floor 
restrooms to create a more 
convenient and welcoming 
experience for travelers at 
the 530-acre airport, accord¬ 
ing to DOT spokesman Glenn 
Blain. 

The $278,000 project will 
include new fixtures, wall 
coverings, lighting, counter- 
tops, diaper-changing sta¬ 
tions, water fountains and 
electric hand-drying equip¬ 
ment, Blain said. 

The restrooms haven’t 
been upgraded in many years 
before this reconstruction, 
and work is expected to be 
completed by early summer.

BABYLON TOWN 

New fee for revisions 
of building permits 

Babylon Town will now 
charge residents for any revi¬ 
sions that must be done for 
building or solar panel permits. 

The town board last month 
unanimously approved fees of 
$250 for each building permit 
revision and $125 for each solar 
panel revision. The fees are 
being implemented because for 
each revision submitted, the 
review may require town staff to 
put in as much time and effort as 
the initial filing, said town 
spokesman Kevin Bonner. 

“By adding a fee for revi¬ 
sions, we are trying to recap¬ 
ture some of the time spent 
reviewing multiple versions of 
plans,” he said. “Where revi¬ 
sions are necessary, we are 
adding an incentive for devel¬ 
opers to combine revisions 
into one overall submission.” 

Officials in the town’s build¬ 
ing department estimate that 
they receive about 200 build¬ 
ing applications and 50 solar 
applications each month. 

About five of the building 
applications and 10 of the solar 
applications require revisions, 
department officials estimates.

Plans for biodiesel 
fuel terminal dropped 


Residents had raised 
traffic, safety concerns

United Riverhead Terminal has with¬ 
drawn its plans to build biodiesel fuel 
tanks in Jamesport amid resident con¬ 
cerns about traffic and safety. 

The company, owned by Manhattan 
grocery, real estate and energy magnate 
John Catsimatidis, sent a letter to River¬ 
head Town Hall, dated April 5, stating it 
was withdrawing the application to 
build a 28-foot-by-45-foot pad with six 
biofuel tanks at 212 Sound Shore Rd. 

“United Riverhead Terminal, Inc. 
hereby withdraws its application for a spe¬ 
cial use permit. Thank you for the time 
and effort the town has put into our appli¬ 
cation,” stated the letter, signed by Nelson 
Happy, the firm’s vice president. 

Catsimatidis said Tuesday in an inter¬ 
view that company officials had become 
frustrated with the application process. 

The company had asked to build the 
pad in compliance with a law passed in 
September 2017 that mandated all heating 
oil sold for use in any building in Nassau, 
Suffolk and Westchester counties on and 
after July 1, 2018, be bioheating fuel that 
contains at least 5 percent biodiesel. 

On Feb. 22, the Riverhead Town 
Board tabled a resolution to approve the 
permit due to residents’ concerns re¬ 
garding truck traffic potentially increas¬ 


ing in the area. Questions were also 
raised about whether the company’s 
plan to acquire property on Penny’s 
Road via eminent domain — to allow in¬ 
coming trucks to turn onto westbound 
Sound Avenue — was feasible. 

Catsimatidis said the situation ulti¬ 
mately made him feel that Riverhead had 
an “anti-business sentiment” against his 
company. 

“I’m a normal person, I want to do 
business, pay the taxes, and I employ a 
lot of people there,” he said. “And all 
[the town] did was put up blocks every 
step of the way.” 

Riverhead Supervisor Laura Jens- 
Smith said Tuesday that though United 
Riverhead Terminal was “accommodat¬ 
ing” during the process, the main prob¬ 
lem was that the company’s application 
came in only a few months before the 
law went into effect in July. 

“[Catsimatidis] was well aware that 
this was going to be a requirement, yet 
he chose not to apply for an application 
until the eleventh hour,” Jens-Smith said. 
“Other entities that do what he does had 
applied to their townships much earlier 
than that. So, it’s a bit disingenuous to 
say we were delaying things.” 

Linda Prizer, president of the 
Northville Beach Civic Association, said 
Tuesday that her group, which opposed 
the pad and fuel tanks, was “much hap¬ 
pier” with the proposal off the table. 

“It’s been our position all along,” 
Prizer said, “we don’t want them getting 
their foot in the door because they’re 
going to throw that door wide open and 
try to do whatever they want here.”

Firm wants to build fuel cell plant

California outfit’s 
proposal met with 
queries from town

A California energy company 
is proposing to build a fuel cell 
plant in Medford that the firm 
says will be cleaner and cheaper 
than traditional power plants. 

Bloom Energy Corp., based in 
Sunnyvale, California, would 
build the facility at the property 
of East End Bus Lines, on Horse¬ 
block Road. The school bus com¬ 
pany would remain open. 

The power facility would pro¬ 
duce about 6 megawatts of elec¬ 
tricity, enough to power about 
5,000 homes, Bloom Energy of¬ 
ficials said. 

Fuel cells produce energy by 
using natural gas to create elec¬ 


trochemical reactions. Bloom En¬ 
ergy officials said the process is 
done without combustion, as in 
conventional gas-fired plants, 
and produces relatively low car¬ 
bon dioxide emissions. 

But the proposal faced ques¬ 
tions Monday at a meeting of 
the Brookhaven Town Planning 
Board, which is weighing the 
company’s request for ap¬ 
provals of a site plan and spe¬ 
cial permit. The hearing was ad¬ 
journed to May 13. 

Planning board chairman Vin¬ 
cent E. Pascale said the board 
would not vote on the plan 
until members have researched 
the technology and its potential 
environmental impacts. 

“There’s a lot of technical 
stuff, so we’re not doing this 
tonight,” Pascale told Bloom En¬ 
ergy officials during the meeting. 
“We’re going to do a lot of study.” 

The proposal also faced ques¬ 
tions from Medford residents, 
who expressed doubt over the 


company’s claim that the facil¬ 
ity would not affect air quality. 

The Medford Taxpayers and 
Civic Association, in a letter to 
the planning board, said the 
plant would produce 20,422 tons 
per year of carbon dioxide. The 
group asked the board for a 
more extensive scientific review 
of the project before voting on it. 

“It is a significant contributor 
of greenhouse gases. That’s the 
dirty little secret of fuel cells,” 
civic association president Brett 


Houdek told board members. 
“This really does need a good 
look. These are going to be pop¬ 
ping up everywhere.” 

Company officials said the 
plant would produce 19,570 tons 
of carbon dioxide a year, but also 
said that would be well within 
federal and state restrictions. 
The plant also would reduce the 
need for energy from fossil fuel 
plants, the company said. 

“We’re bringing down the 
total carbon dioxide produc¬ 


tion,” Brian Kane, the com¬ 
pany’s director of applications 
engineering, told the board. 

A Long Island Power Author¬ 
ity spokesman could not say 
whether Bloom Energy has a 
contract with the authority for 
\ fuel cells in Medford. The com- 
| pany has worked with the au- 
| thority on other projects. 

~ Fuel cell technology has had 
a spotty history on Long Island. 
LIPA canceled a $21 million 
deal with Latham, New York- 
based Plug Power about a 
decade ago when the com¬ 
pany’s devices had technical 
glitches and had to be replaced. 

Since then, LIPA has re¬ 
versed course and sought to 
jump-start fuel cell projects. 
Bloom Energy has installed fuel 
cells at several Long Island 
shopping centers, and, nation¬ 
wide, the firm has built systems 
for companies such as Home 
Depot, Apple computer and 
Stop & Shop.

Family doctor’s changing role 


Focus on coordinating care now as 
telemedicine, walk-in clinics grow

Lisa Love hasn’t seen her doc¬ 
tor of 25 years since she discov¬ 
ered telemedicine. 

Love tried virtual visits last 
summer for help with a skin irri¬ 
tation and returned for another 
minor problem. She doesn’t feel 
a pressing need to seek care the 
old-fashioned way, especially 
since she also gets free health 
screenings at work. 

No more waiting for the doc¬ 
tor’s office to open. Convenience 
rules in health care now, where 
patients can use technology or 
growing options like walk-in clin¬ 
ics and urgent care centers to get 
help whenever they need it. 

A survey last year found that 
about a quarter of U.S. adults 
don’t have a regular doctor. 
Some like Love wonder how 


much they still need one. 

“Telemedicine probably can’t 
do everything ... but for most of 
the things I might ever have, I’m 
pretty sure they can take care of 
it,” the Twin Falls, Idaho, resi¬ 
dent said. 

Health care experts say the 
changing, fragmented nature of 
care is precisely why people 
still need someone who looks 
out for their overall health, 
which is the traditional role of 
primary care physicians like 
family doctors and internists. 

They know patients’ medical 
histories, and they’re trained to 
spot problems that may be devel¬ 
oping instead of just addressing 
symptoms that prompted the pa¬ 
tient’s visit. They also can make 
sure medications don’t conflict 
with regular prescriptions, and 
they can help make sense of the 


information patients dig up with 
a Google search. 

But the nature of primary care 
is changing as patients branch 
off to drugstore clinics and ur¬ 
gent care centers. Practices are 
shifting to more of a team-based 
approach that focuses on keep¬ 
ing patients healthy and reserves 
visits with a doctor for the more 
serious cases. 

“The idea that the primary 
care physician is the one-size- 
fits-all solution ... that’s going to 
change pretty dramatically,” said 
Sam Glick, an executive with the 
research firm Oliver Wyman. 

This evolution began years 
ago when drugstores started pro¬ 
viding flu shots and opening clin¬ 
ics that handle minor issues like 
ear infections or pink eye. The 
two largest chains, CVS Health 
and Walgreens, now run about 
1,500 clinics combined. 

More recently, employers 
have started adding worksite 
clinics, and thousands of urgent 
care centers have opened 


around the country to treat emer¬ 
gencies that aren’t life-threaten¬ 
ing. Then there’s telemedicine, 
which patients can use to con¬ 
nect to a doctor in minutes with¬ 
out leaving their home or office. 

Love said she’s hooked on vir¬ 
tual visits. They only cost $42, or 
less than half the price of an of¬ 
fice visit under her insurance 
plan. “I like technology and I 
like new things and I like sav¬ 
ing money,” Love said. “It was 
worth it to me to try it.” 

About 25% of adults don’t 
have a regular doctor, the non¬ 
profit Kaiser Family Foundation 
found last year. That jumps to 
45% for those under age 30. 

On top of all the competition 
for patients, the field also is 
fighting a shortage of doctors 
as medical school students opt 
for higher-paying specialties. 

Primary care practices have 
adjusted by adding physician as¬ 
sistants or nurse practitioners 
to handle annual physicals and 
other routine care. 


The idea is to keep patients 
healthy instead of waiting to 
treat them after they get sick. 

“We want to do as much out¬ 
side the walls of the clinic as we 
can,” said Stanford University’s 
Dr. Megan Mahoney, noting that 
this push depends on insurers ex¬ 
panding what they will cover. 

Doctors also are continuing 
to focus more on coordinating 
care for people with complex 
health needs. 

Bryant Campbell’s team in¬ 
cludes a primary care doctor, a 
pharmacist and specialists to 
help manage his liver condition 
and rheumatoid arthritis. The 
Portland, Oregon, man said his 
team members talk frequently to 
avoid problems like duplicate 
tests, and their approach gives 
him more confidence. 

“I sometimes think as pa¬ 
tients we feel isolated in our 
health care, and this team- 
based approach helps a patient 
be as involved as you need or 
want to be,” he said.

Dumping laws 
haven’t kept up 

I llegal dumping is an insidious business. That was made clear by 
painstaking investigative reporting recently in Newsday. 

The story by Paul LaRocco tracked the flow of contaminated de¬ 
bris, mostly from construction sites in New York City, to more than a 
dozen locations on Long Island, including a school, a park and private 
homes. It documented the presence of hazardous substances like lead, 
pesticides and asbestos in fill that was billed as clean and dumped in 
places where the chemicals could filter down to our sole-source aquifer 
— and places where children play. It showed how the perpetrators of 
this poisonous con game — general contractors, subcontractors, waste 
brokers, dumpers — point the finger of blame elsewhere as they deny re¬ 
sponsibility. Motivation for this vile behavior is money — avoiding fees 
that must be paid for the proper disposal of contaminated material. 

It was a searing reminder that changes must be made to our laws and 
regulations to help those trying to stop illegal dumping. 

Electronic tracking from construction site to dumping ground is es¬ 
sential, so everyone in the process — participants, law enforcement, the 
state Department of Environmental Conservation — knows what’s 
going on with every load. Criminal statutes should be updated to in¬ 
clude the concept of strict liability, so defendants are liable whether or 
not they know debris is contaminated. That’s a strong incentive to know 
what you’re carting and disposing. And penalties must be stiffened. 

A special grand jury convened by Suffolk County District Attorney 
Tim Sini, who has targeted illegal dumping, is nearing the end of its 
term. Its report will recommend legislative changes. Lawmakers 
should heed this call. Those fighting this scourge need all the tools 
they can get. — The editorial board

Farmingdale State 
needs room to grow 

T he state budget may be done, but the legislature still needs to 
divvy up funds for the State University of New York’s capital 
needs — a pie that will include about $1 billion. 

A slice of that must be saved for Farmingdale State College. 
Farmingdale needs $53 million for a 40,000-square-foot academic 
building. Without a new building, the college’s classrooms will remain 
packed, and there will be no room to grow. With a new building, Farm¬ 
ingdale could add 1,000 full- and part-time students to its enrollment 
of more than 10,000. The building would provide a home for key de¬ 
partments like applied psychology, applied economics and geographic 
information systems. Students in those specialties graduate with skills 
and knowledge local employers are seeking. 

This is a critical investment, not only for the popular school, but also 
for Long Island’s future. About 80 percent of Farmingdale’s recent grad¬ 
uates work in the region and live on Long Island. That’s why Farming- 
dale is critical to growing the Island’s skilled job base and, in turn, the 
region’s economy. 

The three-story building already is designed, and a site has been cho¬ 
sen. State Sen. John Brooks, himself a Farmingdale graduate, has taken 
the lead on the issue, saying it will be his top priority. Assembly mem¬ 
bers Steve Stern and Kimberly Jean-Pierre whose districts include the 
college and the surrounding area, must push, too. 

So far, Brooks says he hasn’t gotten pushback on the request. But he 
hasn’t gotten full support, either. Long Island needs a vibrant Farming- 
dale State College, and that means state lawmakers and Gov. Andrew 
M. Cuomo need to commit to its future. — The editorial board

Take the measles 
threat seriously 

Fortunately, as of mid-April, 
reports indicate no cases of 
measles in Nassau County. 
However, well more than 400 
cases have been reported na¬ 
tionwide, including many in 
Rockland and Orange coun¬ 
ties and in New York City. Nas¬ 
sau County officials are appro¬ 
priately taking this health risk 
seriously. Upcoming holidays 
and school breaks mean fami¬ 
lies will gather and go on vaca¬ 
tions. The potential for expo¬ 
sure will increase signifi¬ 
cantly. 

The April 12 news story 
“Nassau: Vaccinate children 
for measles” relates that par¬ 
ents, in accordance with the 
Centers for Disease Control, 
should have children given 
the MMR (measles, mumps, 
rubella) vaccine to protect 
from the measles virus un¬ 
less a valid medical reason 
exists. As a Nassau County 


pediatrician and part of Al¬ 
lied Physicians Group, an or¬ 
ganization that sees thou¬ 
sands of patients each week, 
I am very concerned about 
the outbreak and the risk of 
exposure for my patients, 
their families and the public 
to this disease. 

My colleagues and I believe 
strongly in vaccinating chil¬ 
dren as part of overall health 
and well-being. Health care 
providers must educate par¬ 
ents about the facts and risks 
children face when they 
choose not to vaccinate. 

An individual with measles 
is contagious up to four days 
before the rash begins, and 
the virus can live in the air for 
two hours. Early symptoms 
are hard to distinguish from 
those of the common cold. 
Pneumonia and encephalitis, 
which is brain swelling that 
can cause brain damage, also 
may be caused by measles. 
The disease can cause ear in¬ 
fections that can lead to per¬ 


manent deafness. Pregnant 
women also are at greater risk 
of having premature or low- 
birth-weight babies if they 
contract the disease. We must 
take this outbreak seriously.

A t 8:30 p.m. Monday, the 
scene at the Hicksville 
Post Office on West John 
Street was about what you’d ex¬ 
pect if we held an annual festi¬ 
val to glorify sadness, anger 
and fear. 

Monday was the last day to 
send 2018 tax returns and 
money owed without a penalty. 
And Hicksville, open until 9 
p.m. Monday through Friday, is 
the only post office on Long Is¬ 
land that stays open so late. It’s 
a magnet for patrons trying to 
get a procrastinated postmark. 

Police directed traffic. Fran¬ 
tic filers tried to find parking. 
And as I commiserated and 
waited to get the time stamp of 
virtue on my own envelope, I 
imagined the glorious day 
when this madness ends. 

There is no reason for most 
of us to file returns, and no jus¬ 
tification for most of us comput¬ 
ing our own liability. It’s crazy. 


Imagine that, each month, all 
credit card users had to take a 
blank form and list everything 
they bought with their cards 
along with what they paid, then 
attach a check for the total 
owed: “Honey, how much was 
dinner at T.J. Taterskins? I re¬ 
member ordering the first 11 
martinis and a small bowl of 
queso, but the next six hours 
are a blur. I can’t find the re¬ 
ceipt. I know you destroyed a 
stuffed moose head for ‘eye¬ 
balling’ me, but what does 
something like that cost?” 

This would be a silly way to 
figure out how much you owe, 
since the Visa people are great 
at adding it up and billing for it. 

But for most of us, filling out 
our own tax returns and hunt¬ 
ing down our own documenta¬ 
tion makes just as little sense. 

Our employers tell the gov¬ 
ernments how much we earn, 
and how much tax we pay to 
each level of government, how 
much we spend on health insur¬ 
ance and tax-advantaged retire¬ 
ment and health-savings ac¬ 
counts. Our banks tell the gov¬ 
ernment how much mortgage

interest we pay, and 
often how much prop¬ 
erty tax we pay. 

Why does the govern¬ 
ment then ask us to tell 
it the same things, and 
send it copies of the 
same forms our employ¬ 
ers and banks send, and 
make it all so compli¬ 
cated that many of us 
must hire help to do it? 

And all those deduc¬ 
tions! Does your bed¬ 
room count as a home 
office if you’ve been tak¬ 
ing care of business? 

(No.) Are long pants a 
work expense if you 
wear only cargo shorts 
at all other times? (No.) 

It’s a process that’s be¬ 
come even more unnec¬ 
essary now, when 
thanks to the 2017 Tax 
Cuts and Jobs Act, the 
Joint Committee on Tax¬ 
ation estimates 88 per¬ 
cent of the nation’s 150 
million tax filers won’t 
itemize federal returns. 

These tax changes, pushed 
by President Donald Trump, 
had mixed results when it 
comes to how much we pay. 
But the combination of dou¬ 
bling the standard deduction to 
$24,000 for couples and limit¬ 


ing the state and local property 
tax deduction to $10,000 means 
few people have enough tax de¬ 
ductions to itemize. So employ¬ 
ers should find it easy to figure 
out what employees will owe 
and deduct it, and governments 
should find it easy to see 


whether we paid the 
wrong amount, and send 
us a bill or a check. 

Changing how we pay 
taxes for 2018 without 
changing how we file 
was just incompetence. 

Many taxpayers in 
many countries do not 
have to file. In England, 
where the correct 
amount is generally de¬ 
ducted from paychecks, 
90 percent of taxpayers 
don’t file. According to 
the Brookings Institu¬ 
tion’s Tax Policy Center, 
at least 36 countries per¬ 
mit return-free filing for 
some workers.

| holding forms we fill 
| out. The charts should 
z be right and the forms 
should ask the proper 
questions to determine 
how much we need to 
pay. If something goes wrong 
and we end up paying too 
much or too little, let us know.

Tops in B’klyn, at 720 feet 


Brooklyn’s tallest building 
has made its point. 

Developers on Tuesday 
topped out Brooklyn Point, the 
third tower of the City Point 
complex in Downtown Brook¬ 
lyn, at 720 feet. 

The 68-story mixed-use 
building, which features 458 
luxury condos, was designed to 
stand out among other new de¬ 
velopments in the area by buck¬ 
ing the trend of modern sky¬ 
scrapers, which most often 
sport a glass-heavy exterior, ac¬ 
cording to Bruce Fisher, one of 
the project’s architects. 

“It’s the last tower to go up, 
so it has to make an impres¬ 
sion,” he said. 

The building will feature 
one-bedroom units on its lower 
floors, and two- and three-bed- 
rooms units on its higher 
floors. 

Tenants will have a host of 
amenities, including a game 
room, movie screening room, a 
gym and a rock wall. The build¬ 
ing also will have a rooftop 


pool, which will be the tallest 
outdoor pool in the Western 
Hemisphere, according to devel¬ 
oper Extell Properties. Ari 
Goldstein, a senior vice presi¬ 
dent at Extell Properties, said 
they expect their first unit sales 
and move-ins to begin early 
next year. 

Fisher said each unit was de¬ 
signed to be smaller than other 
luxury apartments — two-bed¬ 
room units, for example, are 
listed at around 1,200 square 
feet for around $2 million — 
but still roomy for families. 

“When you have a tall build¬ 
ing like this, it has to bring in a 
lot of density,” he said. “These 
are carefully created units to 
achieve the most density.” 

Goldstein said the ground 
floor will be used for retail 
space, and will be connected to 
existing stores at City Point 
such as Target and the Alamo 
Drafthouse. Leasing negotia¬ 
tions are ongoing for future 
commercial tenants.

Robinson pop-up 
is a warm-up 
for a museum

Even though it’s been 72 
years since Jackie Robinson 
broke the color barrier in 
Major League Baseball with 
the Brooklyn Dodgers, his 
story is as relevant as ever. 

On Monday, the anniver¬ 
sary of his 1947 debut with 
the Dodgers, the public got a 
sneak peek at some of the 
items that will be housed in 
a new museum dedicated to 
his legacy. It is slated to open 
in lower Manhattan at the 
end of the year. 

A Brooklyn Dodgers 1955 
World Series bat, a 1949 base¬ 
ball signed by the team and a 
satin blue Dodgers jacket 
that Robinson wore in the 
1950s were all displayed in 
the lobby of 75 Varick St. The 
Manhattan building is home 
to the Jackie Robinson Foun¬ 
dation and is also the site of 
the future museum. 

Despite his talents and ath¬ 
letic prowess, Robinson and 
his family were the victims 
of racial taunts and harass¬ 
ment when he joined the 
team. 

“When you think about 
what Jackie Robinson lived 
through, what his family 
lived through, we are still 
grappling with a lot of those 
issues today,” said Ivo 
Philbert, vice president of ex-

ternal relations for the Jackie 
Robinson Foundation. 

Visitors, especially young 
people, can learn from Robin¬ 
son’s example, Philbert said. 

“Think about how he dealt

“He was a fam¬ 
ily man, an entrepreneur, an 
activist. He was involved in 
so many ways.” 

Off the field, Robinson had 
numerous accomplishments 
including his role in the con¬ 
struction of affordable hous¬ 
ing in Brooklyn and a cloth¬ 
ing store in Manhattan. He 
also wrote a regular column 
for the Amsterdam News.

Trio chained with selling

A trio of alleged drug sell¬ 
ers peddling counterfeit Xan¬ 
ax on the dark web in ex¬ 
change for cryptocurrency 
was charged on Tuesday, Man¬ 
hattan District Attorney Cyrus 
Vance said. 

Investigators recovered about 
420,000 counterfeit pills worth 
about $3 million as well as sev¬ 
eral other items, including 500 


glassines of heroin laced with 
fentanyl, and a cookbook with 
recipes for fake drugs, Vance 
said. 

“It appears that this is a self- 
contained entrepreneurial 
group. But I think what we see 
today is a pretty large-scale. . . 
independent group of drug 
[sellers] who finally got a little 
bit over their head and got 
caught,” Vance said. 

Vance said the alleged deal¬ 
ers, Chester Anderson, 44, and 


co-conspirators Jarrette Codd, 
41, and Ronald Maccarty, 51, 
would sell their merchandise on 
a dark web marketplace and 
laundered $2.3 million in cryp¬ 
tocurrency by using preloaded 
debit cards and withdrawing 
cash from ATMs in Manhattan 
and New Jersey. The alleged 
dealers, all New Jersey resi¬ 
dents, were shipping drugs to 43 
different states starting in 2016, 
he said. 

To catch the dealers, investi- 
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La’Tonya Johnson, vice 
president and chief opera¬ 
tions officer of the founda¬ 
tion, said she hopes people 
who visited the pop-up, 


which was only open for the 
day, will weigh in with their 
ideas for speakers and topics 
the museum should tackle.

All three suspects were 
charged on Tuesday with first- 
degree money laundering and 
two counts each of conspiracy. 
In addition, Anderson was also 
charged with five counts of crim¬ 
inal sale of a controlled sub¬ 
stance and four counts of iden¬ 
tity theft. 

All three defendants were 
awaiting arraignment on Tues¬ 
day, Vance said.

Bracing 
for L train 
service cuts 


Cuomo plan 
details still being 
hammered out

As construction ramps up, so 
is the anxiety surrounding the 
MTA’s partial L train shutdown. 

With work officially begin¬ 
ning next weekend to repair 
the L line’s Sandy-damaged Ca- 
narsie Tunnel, riders, advo¬ 
cates and workers are bracing 
for a bumpy ride as the MTA 
hastily hammers out details 
around the new rehabilitation 
plan Gov. Andrew M. Cuomo 
unveiled by surprise in January. 

“I’m giving up on the L train 
and driving more now,” said 
Nadia Dell, 55, of Williamsburg, 
who restores antique furniture. 
“It takes about three trains be¬ 
fore you actually get to get on 
because it’s so crowded. It’s 
going to be unbearable. It’s 
going to be horrendous.” 

Work starts in earnest 

While the MTA has imple¬ 
mented a series of service out¬ 
ages on the line to prepare for 
the partial closure, the rehabili¬ 
tation starts in earnest April 26. 
The MTA will reduce L service 
to one tunnel track at a time, 
handling three trains an hour in 
each direction. That means 
20-minute waits on all week¬ 
ends and all nights, with ser¬ 
vice reductions beginning at 8 
p.m. during the week. That 
likely will translate to serious 
service reductions for 400,000 
daily L riders at certain hours. 

On a regular Sunday, for ex¬ 
ample, the MTA schedules a 
Brooklyn-bound L train to pass 
through Union Square every 
four to six minutes during most 
of the day and at night. 

L train riders like Natalya 
Hutson, of East New York, are 
begrudgingly planning to sacri¬ 
fice more of their time to get 
around. Hutson, 20, regularly 
works weekends at a supermar¬ 


ket in Williamsburg. 

“The first month it’s going to 
be hectic, but after people are 
going to get used to it,” she pre¬ 
dicted. 

The MTA plans to add trains 
on nearby G, M and 7 subway 
lines and increase M14A ser¬ 
vice in Manhattan. The author¬ 
ity will also launch two shuttle 
routes to move riders between 
L stations and the nearby J, M 
and G lines in north Brooklyn. 
Advocates, however, remain 
concerned by the unfinished de¬ 
tails and feel the city and MTA 
have executed the bare mini¬ 
mum in attempts to avoid dan¬ 
gerous overcrowding at subway 
stations. 

No official timeline 

There still is not an official 
timeline for the new project. 
The MTA continues to hammer 
out the new contract with the 
companies doing the work: Jud- 
lau and TC Electric. Janno 
Lieber, the MTA’s construction 
chief, said that the new project 
will take between 15 and 18 
months, and she expects it to 
be less expensive than the $477 
million contract for the origi¬ 
nal, full 15-month closure. 

“I’m confident that we’re 
going to be able to knock it out 
on schedule and in budget” 
Lieber assured during a board 
meeting Monday. 

The original contract in¬ 
cluded substantial fines for 
each day the project was late, 
as well as money banked to in- 
centivize an early completion. 
MTA spokesman Maxwell 
Young said the new contract 
would also include incentives 
and penalties, but didn’t elabo¬ 
rate as to whether they’d reach 
the same levels as the initial 
contract. 

Preliminary ideas for a 14th 
Street bus-only corridor, along 
with a new Select Bus Service 
for the M14, appear to have 
been mothballed by the de Bla- 
sio administration, after MTA 
executives signaled that the 
busway would likely not be nec¬ 
essary. SBS service is now ex¬ 
pected to come by June.

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Netflix sees gain 
in subscribers: 
9.6M worldwide

SAN FRANCISCO — Netflix 
kicked off the year with the big¬ 
gest subscriber gains in the his¬ 
tory of its video streaming ser¬ 
vice, but it forecast a spring¬ 
time slowdown that disap¬ 
pointed investors. 

The strong first-quarter per¬ 
formance coincided with the 
video streaming service’s big¬ 
gest U.S. price increases and 
emerging streaming challenges 
from Walt Disney and Apple, 
two of the world’s most popu¬ 
lar brands. 

The video service added 9.6 
million subscribers worldwide 
during the first quarter of 2019, 
topping the projections of both 
Netflix’s own management and 
Wall Street analysts. It’s the 
most subscribers that Netflix 
has gained during any three- 
month stretch since the Califor¬ 
nia company unveiled its 
streaming service 12 years ago. 

The surge announced Tues¬ 
day left Netflix with nearly 149 
million subscribers through 
March. 

Netflix expects to add an¬ 
other 5 million subscribers dur¬ 
ing the current quarter, which 
ends in June, but that projec¬ 
tion fell well below analysts’ 
forecasts. It would also repre¬ 
sent a decline from the 5.9 mil¬ 
lion customers the service 
picked up during the same pe¬ 
riod last year. 

Netflix’s stock briefly dipped 
by almost 2 percent in ex¬ 
tended trading to $353 after the 


numbers came out. In regular 
trading, shares rose 3 percent 
to $359.46. 

The company tested the 
bounds of its popularity with a 
recent price hike that raised the 
cost of its most popular plan to 
$13 a month, a $2 increase. New 
U.S. subscribers had to start 
paying the higher price in Janu¬ 
ary, but it only recently started 
to hit existing customers. 

Netflix says it doesn’t expect 
the price increase to trigger sig¬ 
nificant cancellations, though 
its second-quarter forecast im¬ 
plies otherwise. The company 
expects to add just 300,000 U.S. 
subscribers from April through 
June, down from 700,000 at the 
same time last year. Competi¬ 
tion looms from big-budget Dis¬ 
ney and Apple, which plan 
video services. 

Netflix’s first-quarter profit of 
$344 million rose 19 percent 
from the same period last year; it 
included a $58 million gain from 
currency adjustments. The com¬ 
pany earned 76 cents per share 
during the first quarter, 18 cents 
above the estimate among ana¬ 
lysts polled by FactSet. 

Netflix’s revenue climbed 22 
percent to $4.5 billion. 

But the company stills spends 
more cash than it brings in as it 
pours money into TV series and 
films that have attracted more 
subscribers. The company 
burned through another $460 
million in the quarter and ex¬ 
pects its negative cash flow this 
year to exceed last year’s total of 
negative $3.5 billion.

Supreme Court on Tuesday 
seemed inclined to rule against 
workers on oil drilling plat¬ 
forms off California who want 
to be paid for the off-work time 
they spend on the platform, in¬ 
cluding sleeping. 

The question for the high 
court has to do with the law that 
should apply in the case: federal 
law, which wouldn’t require 
drilling platform workers to be 
paid for nonworking time spent 
at their work location, or the 
more generous California law, 
which would. The case is rele¬ 
vant to workers on about two 
dozen oil platforms off Califor¬ 
nia’s coast. 

Both conservative and liberal 
justices expressed doubt that Cal¬ 
ifornia law applies in this case. 


Justice Samuel Alito said that 
the workers’ position “means 
that California then extends 
200 miles out to sea.” And Jus¬ 
tice Ruth Bader Ginsburg noted 
that “a state is not sovereign” 
over the area where the oil plat¬ 
forms at issue are located. 

The case before the Supreme 
Court involves Brian Newton, 
who worked on drilling plat¬ 
forms off California’s coast near 
Santa Barbara from 2013 to 2015. 
Like others living and working 
on the platform, he worked 
14-day shifts, spending 12 hours 
on duty and 12 hours off duty, but 
on call — what his lawyers call 
“controlled standby.” Other 
workers had the opposite sched¬ 
ule, allowing the platforms to op¬ 
erate 24 hours a day. 

In 2015, Newton filed a class- 
action lawsuit arguing that his 
former employer, Parker 


Drilling, was violating Califor¬ 
nia law by, among other things, 
failing to pay workers for the 
time they spent on controlled 
standby, including time they 
spent sleeping. 

Parker Drilling says California 
law only applies if there’s a “gap” 
in federal law, and it says there’s 
no gap in this case because fed¬ 
eral minimum wage and over¬ 
time law applies. The U.S. gov¬ 
ernment agrees. But Newton ar¬ 
gues that California law is “appli¬ 
cable,” and not incompatible 
with federal labor law. He notes 
that federal law anticipates that 
some states will have more gen¬ 
erous labor laws. 

A trial court ruled for Parker 
Drilling, but the U.S. Court of 
Appeals for the Ninth Circuit 
sided with Newton. The 
Supreme Court is expected to 
rule by the end of June. 


UnitedHealth beats expectations, but stock continues to slump

UnitedHealth Group beat 
first-quarter expectations and 
hiked its 2019 forecast, but 
shares of the nation’s largest 
health insurer continued their 
slump as investors worry about 
growing congressional scrutiny 
of how the company and its 
competitors do business. 

Shares of health insurers and 
pharmacy benefit managers, or 
PBMs, have bounced up and 
down this year as Democratic 
presidential candidate Bernie 


Sanders launched a renewed 
push for a Medicare for All plan 
that could replace private cover¬ 
age and as congressional commit¬ 
tees grilled PBM executives over 
their role in soaring drug costs. 

While Medicare for All has 
little chance of getting through 
a divided Congress, other 
Democrats support the idea, 
and the uncertainty produced 
by such a big potential change 
can make investors nervous. 

UnitedHealth CEO David 
Wichmann told analysts Tues¬ 
day some of the proposal^ 


being discussed now could hurt 
doctor-patient relationships, 
destabilize the health care sys¬ 
tem and produce costs big 
enough to hurt the economy, all 
without improving care access. 

“The path forward is to 
achieve universal coverage, and 
it can be substantially reached 
through existing public and pri¬ 
vate platforms,” Wichmann said 
of the current mix of commer¬ 
cial coverage and government- 
funded programs like Medicare 
and Medicaid. 

UnitedHealth’s insurance busi¬ 


ness covers 50 million people, 
and its Optum segment runs one 
of the nation’s largest PBM oper¬ 
ations and manages physician 
clinics. Optum generated first- 
quarter operating earnings of 
$1.9 billion as its revenue grew 
nearly 12 percent to $26.4 billion. 

On the insurance side, rev¬ 
enue from UnitedHealth’s 
Medicare and retirement busi¬ 
ness jumped nearly 12 percent, 
as Medicare Advantage enroll¬ 
ment grew by around 400,000 
people. UnitedHealth is the na¬ 
tion’s largest provider of Medi¬ 


care Advantage plans. 

Overall, UnitedHealth earn¬ 
ings climbed 22 percent to $3.47 
billion in the quarter. Adjusted 
earnings totaled $3.73 per share, 
topping Wall Street estimates by 
13 cents, according to Zacks In¬ 
vestment Research. Total rev¬ 
enue climbed about 9 percent to 
$60.31 billion. UnitedHealth now 
expects 2019 adjusted earnings 
of $14.50 to $14.75 per share, up 
from its previous forecast for 
$14.40 to $14.70 per share. 

Analysts expect, on average, 
earnings of $14.65 per share.

Apple, Qualcomm settle 


Truce annouced in 
tech dispute; sum 
is due chipmaker

SAN FRANCISCO — 
Apple and mobile chipmaker 
Qualcomm have settled a bit¬ 
ter financial dispute cen¬ 
tered on some of the technol¬ 
ogy that enables iPhones to 
connect to the internet. 

The surprise truce an¬ 
nounced Tuesday came just 
as the former allies turned 
antagonists were facing off 
in a federal court trial that 
was supposed to unfold over 
the next month in San 
Diego. The resolution 
abruptly ended that trial, 
which also involved Apple’s 
key iPhone suppliers. 

The deal requires Apple 
to pay Qualcomm an undis¬ 
closed amount. It also in¬ 
cludes a six-year licensing 
agreement that likely in¬ 
volves recurring payments 
to the mobile chipmaker. 

Investors reacted as if it 
were a resounding victory for 
Qualcomm. The San Diego 
company’s stock soared 23 
percent to close Tuesday at 
$70.45. Apple shares edged up 
2 cents to $199.25. 

Neither Apple nor Qual¬ 
comm would comment be¬ 
yond a brief statement an¬ 
nouncing they had resolved 
their differences. Details 
about how much Apple and 
its iPhone suppliers will be 
paying Qualcomm could 
emerge in court documents

or when the companies an¬ 
nounce their latest financial 
results. Apple is due to re¬ 
port its quarterly results on 
April 30, while Qualcomm is 
scheduled to release its num¬ 
bers on May 1. 

Apple had been seeking at 
least $1 billion for money 


that Qualcomm was sup¬ 
posed to rebate as part of an 
earlier licensing agreement. 
Apple had begun to have 
misgivings about that deal as 
it added more features to its 
lineup of iPhones. 

Qualcomm was seeking $7 
billion for unpaid royalties it 
contended it was owed for its 
patented technology in the 
iPhone. Apple’s iPhone suppli¬ 
ers, including Foxconn and Pe- 
gatron, wanted another $27 
billion from Qualcomm. 

Apple had already lost an 
earlier battle with Qual¬ 
comm last month when a fed¬ 
eral court jury in San Diego 
decided the iPhone maker 


owed Qualcomm $31 million 
for infringing on three of its 
patents. 

Qualcomm still faces po¬ 
tential fallout from its de¬ 
mands to be paid royalties in 
addition to the fees it 
charges for its mobile chips. 
The Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion has accused the com¬ 
pany of using its royalty sys¬ 
tem to stifle competition in 
the mobile chip market in an¬ 
other case in which Apple 
played a central role. 

A trial about the FTC’s law¬ 
suit wrapped up in a San Jose, 
California, court in January, 
but the judge still hasn’t is¬ 
sued a ruling.

CVS fined on Percocet scrips 

Drugstore chain CVS Health has 
agreed to pay $535,000 to resolve fed¬ 
eral allegations that it filled dozens 
of Percocet prescriptions its pharma¬ 
cists should have known were 
forged. The U.S. attorney for Rhode 
Island and the head of the Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration’s New 
England office announced the 
penalty Tuesday. Percocet is a 
painkiller made of acetaminophen 
and the opioid oxycodone. Federal 
officials say the forged prescriptions 
were filled at several Rhode Island 
locations from 2015 to 2017 in viola¬ 
tion of the Controlled Substances 
Act. It places a “corresponding re-

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sponsibility” on druggists to ensure 
the prescriptions they fill are valid 
and legal. Rhode Island-based CVS 
denies wrongdoing but “agreed to 
this settlement to avoid the delay, un¬ 
certainty and expense of litigation.” 

Sprint, T-Mobile shares dive 

Sprint and T-Mobile shares are 
falling after a Wall Street Journal re¬ 
port cast doubt on the likelihood of 
government approval of their $26.5 
billion merger. The Journal says Jus¬ 
tice Department antitrust staff ques¬ 
tioned the companies’ reasoning for 
it in a meeting this month. The re¬ 
port cited people familiar with the 
matter. Wall Street has grown more 
skeptical of the merger being com¬ 
pleted in recent months. House 
Democrats grilled the companies in 
a hearing in February. The Obama 
administration rebuffed the compa¬ 
nies’ earlier effort to merge, as well 
as an attempted deal between AT&T 
and T-Mobile. Sprint shares fell 9 
percent in after-hours trading. T-Mo¬ 
bile stock is down 5.5 percent. 

United extends delay on Max 

United Airlines has joined carri¬ 
ers announcing more flight cancella¬ 
tions as problems with the Boeing 
737 Max aircraft extend into the sum¬ 
mer travel season. Chicago-based 
United said Monday it would pull 
flights on the 737 Max from its sched¬ 
ule through early July. American Air¬ 
lines and Southwest Airlines have an¬ 
nounced plans to extend cancella¬ 
tions into August. United said it had 
been using spare aircraft and other 
“creative solutions” to cover flights 
that would typically use one of the 
grounded aircraft, but those changes 
are harder to make in the busy sum¬ 
mer season. It expects to cancel 
about 130 flights in April because of 
the 737 Max grounding. — TNS 

Feds halt pelvic mesh sales 

US. health regulators on Tuesday 
halted sales of a surgical mesh used 
to repair pelvic conditions in 
women, following years of patients’ 
reports of injuries and complica¬ 
tions from the implants. The Food 
and Drug Administration ordered 
the two remaining makers of the 
mesh — Boston Scientific and Colo- 
plast — to stop selling it immedi¬ 
ately, saying they failed to show the 
mesh is safe for long-term use. Sev¬ 
eral other major manufacturers, in¬ 
cluding Johnson & Johnson, previ¬ 
ously stopped making the mesh. 
The FDA action does not apply to 
surgical mesh used to treat other 
conditions such as hernias or incon¬ 
tinence. Tens of thousands of law¬ 
suits have been filed against mesh 
makers by women who have re¬ 
ported pain, bleeding and infection 
tied to the devices. In some cases, 
the mesh can shift and puncture in¬ 
ternal organs or the abdomen wall, 
sometimes requiring surgeries to re¬ 
move or reposition the mesh. — AP

DENVER — Dropping her 
kids off at school used to be the 
hardest part of Kacey Ruegseg¬ 
ger Johnson’s day. She would 
cry most mornings as they left 
the car, and relied on texted 
photos from their teachers to 
make it through the day. 

Now, the mother of four — 
and Columbine shooting sur¬ 
vivor — sees mornings as an op¬ 
portunity. She wakes early, 
makes breakfast and strives to 
send a clear message before her 
kids leave home: I adore you. 

Twenty years after teenage 
gunmen attacked Columbine 
High School, Ruegsegger John¬ 
son and other alumni of the Lit¬ 
tleton, Colorado, school have 
become parents. The emotional 
toll of the shooting that killed 
12 classmates and a teacher has 
been amplified by fears about 
their own kids’ safety, spiking 
each time yet another shooter 
enters yet another school. 

“I’m grateful I have the chance 
to be a mom. I know some of my 
classmates weren’t given that op¬ 
portunity,” Ruegsegger Johnson 
said, tears springing to her eyes. 

As the survivors of Columbine 
entered adulthood, they 
watched the attacks at their 
school and so many others — 
Virginia Tech, Sandy Hook, Park¬ 
land — alter the American class¬ 
room. Drills teaching students to 
“lock down” inside classrooms 
became routine. Schools formed 
teams to assess threats, particu¬ 
larly from students. Security 
firms forged a multibillion-dol- 
lar industry, introducing surveil¬ 
lance video, panic buttons and 
upgraded doors and locks. And 
police changed their strategies 
for responding to a gunman in¬ 
tent only on killing. 

Some of the Columbine sur¬ 
vivors find comfort in students 
being shielded by high fences 
or locked doors. Others find 
themselves frustrated by the 
ready acceptance of active- 
shooter drills in schools. 

Now, many of these stu- 
dents-turned-parents grapple 
with crippling fear dwarfing 
pride as their children walk 
into their own schools. 

Ruegsegger Johnson has devel¬ 


oped her own ritual for the 
school drop-off. On a recent 
sunny spring morning, she 
helped her kids find their book 
bags and tie their shoes before 
ushering them to the car. She 
prayed aloud as they neared the 
school, giving thanks for a beauti¬ 
ful morning and asking for a day 
of learning and friendship. 

As always, she made a silent 
addition: Keep them safe. 

The prospect of Amy Over’s 
13-year-old daughter starting 
high school could have trig¬ 


gered a panic attack in the not- 
too-distant past. But now she’s 
focused on helping the girl pre¬ 
pare for the unexpected. 

She coaches her daughter 
when she ventures to places out¬ 
side her mom’s control: Where is 
the closest exit? What street are 
you on? Who is around you? 

“I never want my kids to feel 
an ounce of pain, the way that I 
felt pain,” Over said. “I know 
that that’s something that I 
can’t control.” 

Over was in the Columbine 


cafeteria when the gunmen ap¬ 
proached the school, targeting 
students eating lunch outside. 
She escaped with no physical 
injuries, but has struggled emo¬ 
tionally for years. 

Though it sometimes seems 
mass shootings inside schools 
are commonplace, they are rela¬ 
tively rare, and statistics show 
the number has not substantially 
increased since 2000. 

But that is of little consolation 
to a swath of American parents. 
About 2 in 10 parents said they 
are not at all or not very confi¬ 
dent in their children’s safety at 
school, while a third are very or 
extremely confident, according 
to a March survey by The Associ- 
I ated Press-NORC Center for 
Public Affairs Research. 

Austin Eubanks, who survived 
being shot in the Columbine li¬ 
brary, is among those who 
doesn’t fear the schools his sons, 
ages 13 and 9, attend. 

Instead, he laments that ac¬ 
tive-shooter drills, video surveil¬ 
lance and armed guards are all 
too routine for them — as natu¬ 
ral as a tornado drill was for him 
growing up in Oklahoma. 

“We are so unwilling to actu¬ 
ally make meaningful progress 
on eradicating the issue,” said Eu¬ 
banks, still scarred by watching 
his best friend, Corey DePooter, 
die. “So we’re just going to focus 
on teaching kids to hide better, 
regardless of the emotional im¬ 
pact that that bears on their life. 
To me, that’s pretty sad.” 


CLEARWATER, Fla. — A 
Florida jury on Tuesday 
found a man guilty of first- 
degree murder for dropping 
his 5-year-old daughter off a 
bridge four years ago, de¬ 
spite arguments from his at¬ 
torneys that he was insane 
and thought his actions 
would actually save her. He 
was automatically sen¬ 
tenced to life in prison. 

Jurors in Clearwater, Flor¬ 
ida, deliberated for about 
seven hours over two days be¬ 
fore convicting John Jon- 
chuck, whom prosecutors 
portrayed as a vengeful man 
who planned to kill his daugh¬ 
ter to keep her away from her 
mother and grandmother. 

The Tampa Bay Times re¬ 
ported that no one from 
Jonchuck’s family was in the 
courtroom when the verdict 
was announced. And no 
friends or relatives spoke on 
behalf of Phoebe or her fa¬ 
ther before the sentencing. 
Jonchuck, who was stoic 
when the verdict was read, 
hugged his attorneys and 
said, “Yes, your honor,” 
when asked if he under¬ 
stood that the verdict car¬ 
ries an automatic life sen¬ 
tence. He was then finger¬ 
printed and taken out of the 
courtroom by bailiffs. 

“I am satisfied that justice 
was done,” the newspaper 
quoted Pinellas-Pasco State 
Attorney Bernie McCabe as 
saying. “My immediate reac¬ 
tion is killing children 
doesn’t make one a very 
sympathetic character.” 

No one disputed that 
Jonchuck, now 29, dropped 
his daughter Phoebe 62 feet 
into Tampa Bay in January 
2015, and that he had a long 
history of mental problems. 

But prosecutors claimed 
his action was premeditated. 
Assistant state attorney Paul 
Bolan told jurors Jonchuck 
was motivated by anger over 
worries that Phoebe’s mother 
was going to take the girl 
away from him and his own 
mother’s doting attention to 
her granddaughter when she 
had been inattentive to him 
growing up. — AP 
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This dog was rescued last week 135 miles off the coast of Thailand. 


POOCH RESCUED FROM THE DRINK 


BANGKOK — A dog found 
swimming more than 135 miles 
from shore by workers on an 
oil rig crew in the Gulf of Thai¬ 
land has been returned safely 
to land. 

A worker on the rig belong¬ 
ing to Chevron Thailand Explo¬ 
ration and Production, Vitisak 
Payalaw, said on his Facebook 
page that they saw the dog 
swimming toward the platform 
last Friday. He said they were 
lucky to spot it because if there 
had been waves it probably 
would not have been visible. 

The dog made it to the plat¬ 
form, clinging to the support 
structure below deck without 


barking or whimpering, Viti¬ 
sak wrote. 

The crew managed to lower 
a rope and secure it around the 
dog’s neck and haul it up. Viti¬ 
sak said they speculated the 
dog might have fallen off a fish¬ 
ing trawler, and dubbed it 
“Boon Rod,” or “Survivor.” 

The dog was delivered by boat 
to the southern port of Songkhla 
on Monday and was declared in 
good shape after being taken to 
the animal protection group 
Watchdog Thailand. 

Vitisak said if the dog was un¬ 
claimed, he would like to take it 
to his home in northeast Thai¬ 
land. — AP 


A new normal 
in Venezuela 


Extremes are the 
norm now, with 
dueling leaders

CARACAS, Venezuela — A 
normal country? 

At first glance, the graffiti 
reading “Un pais normal?” 
seems ambiguous in Vene¬ 
zuela’s frayed capital, where the 
government brandishes slogans 
like clenched fists and the oppo¬ 
sition lobs insults at President 
Nicolas Maduro. Actually, the 
message on a Caracas wall is a 
tart comment in a place where 
talk of what is normal, or should 
be normal, has become common 
and touches nerves. 

Normalcy elsewhere in the 
world doesn’t fit Venezuela, 
where extremes are the norm. 

Two men say they are presi¬ 
dent. The worst nationwide 
blackouts last month played 
havoc with millions of people. 
Hyperinflation has slashed 
many monthly salaries to the 
equivalent of a few dollars. 
One-tenth of the population — 
over 3 million and growing — 
has fled, causing Latin Amer¬ 
ica’s biggest migration crisis. 

Don’t think of Venezuela’s 
chaos as the new normal, warns 
opposition leader Juan Guaido.

“There can’t be normality 
when we Venezuelans can’t 
even communicate with our 
family members and some have 
to look for water in the Guaire 
[river] to slake the thirst of then- 
children,” Guaido tweeted dur¬ 
ing electricity outages in March. 

Guaido’s supporters worry 
that anger over the country’s es¬ 
calating problems will fade and 
therefore extend the rule of 
Maduro, whose re-election last 
year was denounced as illegiti¬ 
mate by Guaido as well as the 
United States and about 50 
other nations. 

“It’s not normal,” read a 
cardboard poster at an opposi¬ 
tion rally in Caracas this 


month. It listed miserable con¬ 
ditions now synonymous with 
Venezuela: a lack of water and 
light, commuter trains that re¬ 
semble saunas, hospitals with¬ 
out enough medication, and 
self-exile as a way to survive. 

Maduro, meanwhile, tries to 
project reassurance, saying the 
water supply is “normalizing” 
and announcing an electricity 
rationing plan as the grid stabi¬ 
lizes, for now, in Caracas and 
other politically key areas. But 
he also stokes an idea of crisis 
with references to a “perma¬ 
nent battle” against the United 
States and other perceived ene¬ 
mies allegedly bent on unravel¬ 
ing Venezuela’s “Bolivarian Rev¬ 
olution” and its socialist system. 

Maduro’s government has 
described migration from Ve¬ 
nezuela as “normal” and de¬ 
nied there is a humanitarian 
crisis, despite evidence that 
there is. In tacit recognition 
that it can’t cope on its own, 
the government has agreed to 
allow the International Federa¬ 
tion of Red Cross and Red 
Crescent Societies to begin de¬ 
livering medical aid this 
month. 

A column in El Impulso, a 
Venezuelan media outlet, re¬ 
flected on a country seem¬ 
ingly going off the rails. 

“We’ve become,” the com¬ 
mentary concluded, “an abnor¬ 
mal country.” 


Who’s who in Libya’s road to all-out war 


BENGHAZI, Libya — Libya is 
on the verge of an all-out war in¬ 
volving a rogues’ gallery of mili¬ 
tias, many of which are little 
more than criminal gangs armed 
with heavy weapons. 

The country slid into chaos 
after the 2011 uprising, in which 
rebels overthrew and killed long¬ 
time dictator Moammar Gadhafi 
and looted his vast arsenal. Even 
more weapons have flowed in 
since then, despite a U.N. arms 
embargo, as Arab states have 
backed local allies and Western 
nations have partnered with mili¬ 
tias to combat extremists and 
stem the flow of migrants. 

The fighting has already killed 


around 150 people, according to 
U.N. figures. The International 
Crisis Group, a Washington- and 
Brussels-based think tank, said 
last week that the two main coali¬ 
tions “appear equally matched,” 
with fighter jets, gunships and 
heavy artillery. 

HIFTER’S ARMY The self- 
styled Libyan National Army, 
led by Field Marshal Khalifa 
Hifter, launched a surprise of¬ 
fensive to retake Tripoli on 
April 5. Hifter’s opponents 
view him as an aspiring dicta¬ 
tor, and one of his comman¬ 
ders is wanted by the Interna¬ 
tional Criminal Court for war 
crimes, accused of dozens of 


extrajudicial killings. 

TRIPOLI MILITIAS The U.N. 
and Western nations support a 
transitional government set up 
in Tripoli in 2016 and led by 
Fayez Sarraj, a technocrat with 
no military experience. His gov¬ 
ernment was forced to court 
powerful militias for its own pro¬ 
tection, and these groups have 
vowed to repel Hifter’s forces. 
MISRATA AND ZAWIYA The 
Misrata militias secured U.S. mil¬ 
itary support for their campaign 
against the Islamic State group 
in 2016, eventually driving the ex¬ 
tremists from their main strong¬ 
hold in the central city of Sirte. 
The Misratans also have a large 


number of tanks they captured 
from Gadhafi’s forces in 2011. 

Zawiya is home to the Martyrs 
of Victory Brigade, another pow¬ 
erful militia that has joined the al¬ 
liance against Hifter. Militiamen 
from Zawiya captured 100 of 
Hifter’s fighters the day after he 
launched his offensive. 

LIBYA DAWN A loose alliance of 
militias, including some affili¬ 
ated with the Muslim Brother¬ 
hood, seized Tripoli in 2014 after 
their rivals won disputed parlia¬ 
mentary elections. The new par¬ 
liament relocated to eastern 
Libya and later allied itself with 
Hifter, resulting in competing 
governments. — AP

LOS ANGELES — Georgia 
Engel, who played the charm¬ 
ingly innocent, small-voiced 
Georgette on “The Mary Tyler 
Moore Show” and amassed a 
string of other TV and stage 
credits, has died. She was 70. 

Engel died Friday in Prince¬ 
ton, New Jersey, said her friend 
and executor, John Quilty. The 
cause of death was unknown be¬ 
cause she was a Christian Scien¬ 
tist and didn’t see doctors, 
Quilty said Monday. 

“I know the world will be sad 
and sorry. She touched so many 
people,” said her agent, Jacque¬ 
line Stander. 

Engel was best known for 
her role as Georgette on “The 
Mary Tyler Moore Show,” the 
character who was improbably 
destined to marry pompous an¬ 
chorman Ted Baxter, played by 
Ted Knight. 

Engel also had recurring 
roles on “Everybody Loves Ray¬ 
mond” and “Hot in Cleveland.” 
She was a five-time Emmy nom¬ 
inee, receiving two nods for the 
late Moore’s show and three for 
“Everybody Loves Raymond.” 

She was “the sweetest, kind¬ 
est, dearest woman. And crazy 
talented. I will miss her,” Va-

lerie Bertinelli, who starred in 
“Hot in Cleveland,” said in a 
Twitter post. 

Georgia Bright Engel was 
born in July 1948 in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C., to parents Benjamin, 
a Coast Guard officer, and Ruth 
Engel. She studied theater at 
the University of Hawaii. 

Her prolific career included 
guest appearances on a variety 


of series, including “The Love 
Boat,” “Fantasy Island,” 
“Coach” and “Two and a Half 
Men.” Her “Hot in Cleveland” 
role reunited her with Betty 
White, her co-star in “The 
Mary Tyler Moore Show” 
(1972-77) and “The Betty White 
Show” (1977-78). 

Engel appeared on Broadway 
in plays and musicals including 


“Hello, Dolly!”, “The Boys 
From Syracuse” and, most re¬ 
cently, “The Drowsy Chaper¬ 
one” in 2006-07. She starred in 
an off-Broadway production of 
“Uncle Vanya” in 2012. 

Engel could be as upbeat as 
the fictional Georgette, as was 
demonstrated during a panel dis¬ 
cussion last year promoting the 
2018 PBS special “Betty White: 


First Lady of Television.” 

She recalled that a possible 
“Everybody Loves Raymond” 
spinoff set to include her and 
Fred Willard never come to 
fruition, which she called a 
great disappointment. 

“But if that hadn’t hap¬ 
pened,” she said, “I wouldn’t 
have been able to star” in 
writer-actor Bob Martin’s 
“Drowsy Chaperone,” which 
led to her custom-tailored role 
in Martin’s “Half Time.” The 
musical, about older adults 
who school themselves in hip- 
hop to perform in halftime 
shows, was staged in New Jer¬ 
sey last year. 

“It’s given me such joy,” said 
Engel, who had hoped to see it 
move to Broadway. 

Her real-life voice was as 
sweet as the one familiar from 
her screen roles. “What you see 
is what you get. That’s not a 
character voice — that’s our 
girl,” a smiling White said in a 
2012 interview with Engel, call¬ 
ing her a “pure gold” friend and 
colleague. 

Engel’s final credited televi¬ 
sion appearance came last year 
in the Netflix series “One Day 
at a Time.” 

She is survived by two sis¬ 
ters.

Scholar David Brion Davis, 92, wrote epic trilogy on slavery

David Brion Davis, a Pulitzer 
Prize-winning historian who 
documented the centrality of 
slavery in Western culture 
through a landmark trilogy that 
made him among the world’s 
most respected and influential 
scholars, has died. 

Davis, a professor emeritus 
at Yale University, died Sunday 
at age 92. Yale announced that 
he died of natural causes. 

Starting in 1967 with “The 
Problem of Slavery in Western 
Culture,” Davis traced the evo¬ 
lution of how the West re¬ 
garded human bondage from 
ancient times to the present. 
Davis drew upon the Bible, 
Greek philosophy and political 
and economic debates to show 
how the West defended, ratio¬ 
nalized and fought for slavery 
before beginning to turn 
against it in the 18th and 19th 
centuries. He explored debates

over whether the Bible justified 
or condemned slavery, how rev¬ 
olutionary leaders in the 
United States and France sup¬ 
ported slavery even while fight¬ 
ing for their own freedom and 
how even some abolitionists ad¬ 
vocated sending freed slaves to 
a foreign country. 

“I became convinced that the 


problem of slavery transcended 
national boundaries in ways that 
I had not suspected,” he wrote. 
“In Western culture it was associ¬ 
ated with certain religious and 
philosophical doctrines that 
gave it the highest sanction.” 

His other books in the trilogy 
were “The Problem of Slavery in 
the Age of Revolution,” pub¬ 
lished in 1976, and “The Problem 
of Slavery in the Age of Emanci¬ 
pation,” which came out in 2014. 
It was an epic study that took a 
half-century to complete, ran for 
some 1,500 pages and brought 
Davis the Pulitzer, the National 
Book Award, the National Book 
Critics Circle prize and the Ban¬ 
croft Prize. He was praised for 
the thoroughness of his re¬ 
search, the originality of his 
thinking and prose that elegantly 
synthesized a vast range of time 
and thought. Eric Foner, himself 
a Pulitzer Prize-winning author 
of books about slavery and 
racism, would credit Davis with 


enlightening future generations. 

“Previous historians, espe¬ 
cially in the United States, had 
tended to see slavery as an excep¬ 
tion, a footnote in a teleological 
narrative of progress,” Foner 
wrote in The Nation in 2014. 
“But Davis demonstrated that 
slavery became the key institu¬ 
tion in the European conquest” 
of the New World. 

Davis’ admirers also in¬ 
cluded a current Yale professor, 
David W. Blight, whose biogra¬ 
phy of Frederick Douglass won 
a Pulitzer Prize on Monday. In 
statement through Yale, Blight 
called Davis a “deeply spiritual 
man who saw the historian’s 
craft as a search for the minds 
and souls of people in the past.” 

Davis wrote several other 
books, including “Inhuman 
Bondage: The Rise and Fall of 
Slavery in the New World,” 
“Slavery and Human Process” 
and “Challenging the Bound¬ 
aries of Slavery.” He also wrote 


essays, reviews, edited a hand¬ 
ful of anthologies and made a 
strong impact in the classroom. 

Davis was married twice, 
most recently to Toni Hahn 
Davis, and had five children. 

He grew up in Denver, where 
he didn’t have a black class¬ 
mate until high school. 

After serving in World War II, 
he majored in philosophy at Dart¬ 
mouth College and attended 
graduate school at Harvard. 
“Deeply shocked” that so little 
was being taught about slavery, 
and inspired by the historical 
writings of visiting Harvard pro¬ 
fessor Kenneth M. Stampp, he 
vowed not to neglect slavery 
once he was a teacher.

Wildcats’ ace sets 
LI mark with third 
straight no-hitter

Aidan Crowley has been 
nearly unhittable this season. 

Shoreham-Wading River’s ju¬ 
nior righthander allowed a 
sharp line drive to East Hamp¬ 
ton leadoff man Kurt Matthews 
in his first start this season — 
and that was three weeks ago. 
It’s the only hit Crowley has al¬ 
lowed all year. Imagine that, 25 
consecutive innings of no-hit 
ball, including a Long Island- 
record three straight no-hitters. 

Crowley etched his name in 
the history books when he no¬ 
hit Hauppauge, 6-0, in a non¬ 
league game Tuesday at the Med¬ 
ford Sports Complex. He struck 
out Alex Knopf looking at a 
wicked breaking ball to punctu¬ 
ate a lO-strikeout, four-walk per¬ 
formance on 94 pitches. 

He was mobbed by his team¬ 
mates and coaches as he came 
off the mound. He improved to 
4-0 with 26 innings pitched, one 
hit, 40 strikeouts and II walks. 

“We’ve never seen anything 
like this, it’s so impressive,” 
coach Kevin Willi said. “He’s 
been unbelievable. He made a 
big jump in velocity this season 
and he’s so much stronger.” 

Crowley mixed an 87-mph 
fastball with an effective curve 
to keep Hauppauge off balance. 
He struck out at least one batter 
in every inning and fanned two 
in the fourth, fifth and seventh. 

“I’ve focused more on location 
and throwing strikes,” said Crow¬ 
ley, who threw 62 of them. “And I 
couldn’t do this alone. My de¬ 
fense has been great. My pitch 
count stays down because we 
don’t make errors.” 

Crowley and Hauppauge ace 
Ryan Levenberg were locked in a 
scoreless duel through five in¬ 
nings.

Ready to rumble 


Nets plan to get 
more physical 
to match 76ers

It was the final minute of the 
first half of Game 2, and while 
76ers stars Joel Embiid and Ben 
Simmons were playing with an 
aggressive edge, the Nets really 
hadn’t budged. So the 7-foot, 
260-pound Embiid took it to an¬ 
other level, backing hard into 
the paint, pivoting with his el¬ 
bows flared and decking Nets 
center Jarrett Allen with a left 
elbow to the mouth. 

The whistle blew, Allen cele¬ 
brated the refs finally crediting 
him with drawing the charge, 
and Embiid was hit with a Fla¬ 
grant 1 technical that easily 
could have been called a Fla¬ 
grant 2 and gotten him ejected. 
After Allen tied the game with 
two foul shots. Nets rookie Rodi¬ 
ons Kurucs got into the action, 
tangling with Simmons and get¬ 
ting called for a Flagrant 1 after 
hitting Simmons in the face with 
a forearm. 

The first-round playoff series 
was on at that point, but a 
young Nets team didn’t really 
understand exactly how physi¬ 
cal playoff basketball could be 
until the 76ers dropped a 
51-point KO punch on them in 
the third quarter of a blowout 
win that evened the series at 
1-1. When it was over, the 76ers 
had outrebounded the Nets 
49-32, outscored them in the 
paint 62-48 and built a whop¬ 
ping 21-9 margin in second- 
chance points. 

Lesson learned? The Nets 
know they’re in for a fight in 
Game 3 Thursday night at Bar¬ 
clays Center. “I think we got a lit¬ 
tle rattled,” Nets veteran De- 
Marre Carroll admitted. “In the 
half-court, we’re getting stops, 
but it’s the second-chance 
points. They’re pushing us in the 
back, holding us. 

“If the refs are not going to call 
it, we’ve got to change our whole 
game plan. We’ve got to be just 
as physical as them. We’ve got to 
bring more physicality and you’ll 
see that in Brooklyn.” 

Carroll had no problems with 
the elbow Embiid threw at Allen, 
calling it typical of playoff basket¬

ball. “You’ve just got to take it 
sometimes,” Carroll said. Far 
more upsetting to Carroll is the 
fact that the 76ers have shot 74 
foul shots through two games 
compared to 55 for the Nets. Em¬ 
biid alone has 26 free-throw at¬ 
tempts. “I guess we’ve got to at¬ 
tack a little bit more and be a lit¬ 
tle bit more physical,” Carroll 
said. “It’s just going to be a physi¬ 
cal war now.” 

Of course, the Nets knew what 
to expect from Embiid, who has 
dominated them all season. But 
in Game 2, Simmons was the real 
difference-maker with a far 
more aggressive approach that 
resulted in a triple-double of 18 
points, 10 rebounds and 12 as¬ 
sists. 76ers coach Brett Brown ex¬ 
ulted over how well his 6-10 
point guard defended Nets star 
D’Angelo Russell. 

“In the third period especially. 


D’Angelo had no points, they had 
no threes in that period and so 
much of their firepower is the 
three-point shot,”’ Brown said. “I 
thought his defensive effort on 
D’Angelo was spectacular, his ag¬ 
gression especially.” 

One reason Simmons was so 
much more effective in Game 2 
is that Nets veteran Jared Dud¬ 
ley, who covered him much of 
Game 1, sat out with right calf 
tightness. Kurucs brought plenty 
of energy to the task but not as 
much know-how. 

Carroll credited Kurucs for his 
toughness, saying “Rodi’s a 
rookie, but he ain’t backing 
down.” 

That’s the approach all the 
Nets must be prepared to take 
with Embiid and Simmons, who 
are going to keep attacking the 
basket hard until the Nets show 
they can stop them.

Nets want

It’s one thing to split the 
first two games of a playoff se¬ 
ries as the Nets did with the 
76ers in their first-round 
match in Philadelphia.

One thing about the Brook¬ 
lyn Nets, they’ve always 
bounced back and always re¬ 
sponded after a game like 
this. I expect our guys to re¬ 
spond.” 

The Nets had Tuesday off 
and return to practice 
Wednesday. Forward Jared 
Dudley, who missed Game 2 
with right calf tightness, is 
likely to return, and Atkinson 
said he rested backup center 
Ed Davis (sprained right 
ankle) as a precaution in the 
second half of Game 2. 

When they take the court 
for Game 3, the Nets will be 
making their first home play¬ 
off appearance in four sea¬ 
sons, and they are looking for¬ 
ward to celebrating with 
their fans.

St. John’s is now O-for-2 in its effort to 
hire a new basketball coach. Loyola- 
Chicago announced Tuesday that Porter 
Moser would remain with the team he 
guided to the Final Four of the NCAA 
Tournament in the 2017-18 season. 

Moser, 50, checked out of the Garden 
City Hotel earlier in the day, according to 
a hotel staff member, after reportedly 
spending Monday on campus meeting 
with officials, who then offered him the 
job by evening.

Moser said in a statement. “Because 1 
have coached, and coached with some 
amazing young men, and because 1 have 
had the support of the university, friends, 
family, and the loyal Loyola fans; opportu¬ 
nities have arisen.

QB Wilson gets $140M extension 

Russell Wilson is sticking around 
with the Seattle Seahawks as the high¬ 
est-paid player in the NFL. Wilson 
posted a video on social media early 
Tuesday saying, “Seattle, we got a deal,” 
shortly after agreeing to a four-year, 
$140 million extension with the Sea- 
hawks, his agent Mark Rodgers told The 
Associated Press.

Mets lefthander faces eight batters, 
gives up eight runs and retires none

PHILADELPHIA — Tuesday 
night was going fine for the 
Mets until the first inning. 

Steven Matz gave up eight 
runs (six earned) and did not 
record an out against the 
Phillies. Brandon Nimmo (day to 
day) left the game with a stiff 
neck. And the lO-run disaster of 
an inning in a 14-3 loss under¬ 
scored most of the Mets’ early- 
season issues: a starting staff that 
hasn’t been pitching deep, a 
bullpen that thusly has been 
overworked and an offense that’s 
strong but isn’t always good 
enough to cover for the pitchers. 

“These are rough ones,” man¬ 
ager Mickey Callaway said. 

Matz’s eight-batter, zero-out 
outing was the first time a Mets 
pitcher failed to finish the first 
inning since ... Jason Vargas on 
Saturday, when he got one out. 
The last time a Mets starter got 
credit for zero innings was 
Sept. 20, 2012, when Jeremy 
Hefner (seven runs) did the 
deed, also against the Phillies. 

If you don’t want the gory de¬ 
tails, skip to the next paragraph. 
Andrew McCutchen led off with 
the hardest-hit ball of the inning 
(I08.I mph), a grounder that 
Amed Rosario missed for the 
first of his two errors. Jean Se¬ 
gura doubled off the rightfield 
wall. Bryce Harper got hit by a 
pitch. J.T. Realmuto sent a two- 
run double to left-center. Scott 
Kingery hit a three-run homer to 
left. Cesar Hernandez walked. 
Aaron Altherr’s grounder went 
through Rosario’s legs. Maikel 
Franco smacked a three-run 
homer to center. Matz and 
Nimmo left the game. Drew 
Gagnon and Juan Lagares en¬ 
tered. Nick Pivetta, the opposing 
pitcher, struck out swinging, the 
Phillies’ first out. McCutchen 
doubled. Segura grounded out to 
third. Harper walked. Realmuto 
doubled to left, his second two- 
run two-bagger of the frame. 

Mercy came in the form of a 
grounder from Kingery. Rosario, 
fittingly, fielded it cleanly and 
threw to first to end the frame.

tals: 14 batters, 10 runs, five hits. 

The Mets’ first-inning totals: 
two pitchers, three errors, a lot 
of embarrassment. 

Matz described it as “a poor 
effort,” lamenting his pitches 
up in the zone, making them 
particularly hittable. He said he 
was able to stay under control 
mentally even though the de¬ 
fense let him down. 

“I didn’t see in-game that 
[Matz] was frustrated about it,” 
Callaway said. “He kept on bat¬ 
tling and it wasn’t happening. He 
just couldn’t get that first out.” 

Matz said: “I’ve been here be¬ 
fore. At this point, I know I can 
come out of it. It doesn’t define 
me or define the season. You 
have to wash it and move for¬ 
ward.” 

For the Mets, 10 runs allowed 
in the first tied a franchise- 
worst. On July 19,1988, the Reds 
also scored 10 times in the open¬ 
ing inning against the Mets.

Lefthander 
looks worse 
than lost 


PHILADELPHIA 
ook at it this way: 
Steven Matz, for one 
night, made sure no 
one would bother 
grilling Mickey Call¬ 
away about his questionable 
late-inning bullpen strategy. 

After a Mets’ news cycle dom¬ 
inated by the Diaz Rules, and 
how the strictly monitored new 
closer won’t be pushed beyond 
three outs per save this season, 
Matz did the unthinkable Tues¬ 
day night against the Phillies by 
failing to record any at Citizens 
Bank Park. 

Matz faced eight batters and 
every one of them scored, set¬ 
ting things ablaze in an eventual 
14-3 dumpster fire of a Mets 
loss. Matz entered Tuesday as 
the team’s ERA leader at 1.65, 
then watched it explode to 4.96, 
which still somehow places him 
second of the five, with Jason 
Vargas (10.13), Zack Wheeler 
(7.47) and Noah Syndergaard 
(5.63) still comfortably ahead. 

This has become Matz’s MO 
since his arrival in Flushing. 
Repeatedly show glimpses of 
his dazzling potential, yet fail 
to maintain the magic, making 
it all seem like a mirage. Head¬ 
ing into Tuesday, Matz had a 
2.23 ERA over his previous II 
starts, dating to last August, 
the seventh-best in the majors 
during that span. He also had 
limited opponents to a .178 bat¬ 
ting average (6th) with a 0.97 
WHIP (9th overall). 

Those numbers signaled a 
steady, promising upswing 
for Matz. After what he did 
Thursday in Atlanta, where 
he struck out eight and al¬ 
lowed only two runs over six 
innings for his first victory,

proving ground. 

Instead, it was more like a 
burial plot for the Mets’ rising 
confidence, as Matz showed 
signs of his old destructive ten¬ 
dencies. He denied being frus¬ 
trated by Amed Rosario’s two 
errors behind him, but how 
could he not be? 

Each time Rosario booted a 
grounder, Matz didn’t pick his 
shortstop up — he turtled. 
First, Matz left a 2-and-I sinker 
up to Jean Segura, the Phillies’ 
second batter, who smacked a 
double. After the second error, 
Matz served a 2-and-O 
changeup to Maikel Franco for 
a three-run homer that put the 
Phillies ahead 8-0 and ended 
his night. For all practical pur¬ 
poses, it seemed like Matz had 
checked out already. 

“I’ve been here before, so I 
know I can come out of it,” 
Matz said afterward. “It’s not 
going to define me or define 
my season.” 

Only four other starting pitch¬ 
ers — since the mound was 
moved to its current distance in 
1893 — have been where Matz 
was Tuesday night. So let’s not pre¬ 
tend this was just another off day. 
“He’ll regroup,” Callaway said. 

Sure, for maybe a few more 
decent starts, then a few more 
bad ones. Lather, rinse, repeat. 
Matz definitely was hurt by 
Rosario’s errors, but they 
didn’t have to be fatal. After 
Matz nailed Bryce Harper on 
the left wrist, loading the 
bases for the first time, he basi¬ 
cally threw batting practice.

J.T. Realmuto lined a two-run 
double and Scott Kingery 
blasted a first-pitch changeup 
into the leftfield seats to put 
the Phillies up 5-0. 

Through it all, no one visited 
the mound. None of his team¬ 
mates, not pitching coach Dave 
Eiland. Matz was left out there 
to stew in his own misery, so it 
wasn’t all that surprising that he 
became his own worst enemy. 
Falling behind, then teeing up 
cookies to the Phillies. The 
Mets needed some distance 
from Matz, at the very least, and 
he bowed out. 

“I’ve just got to wash it,” 
Matz said. “Just focus on the 
next start.” 

But the concerns about Matz 


and the Mets’ rotation aren’t 
erased so easily. In a bizarre 
twist, the Mets have been win¬ 
ning in spite of the starting 
pitching, not because of it. Any 
night a Mets starter struggles, 
the public drumbeat gets louder 
for Dallas Keuchel, the lurking 
free agent who still can’t find a 
job, even with a number of con¬ 
tenders having an obvious need. 

This is bigger than Vargas. 
Matz was non-competitive 
Tuesday, and if the Mets’ rota¬ 
tion is going to have a combined 
5.62 ERA, that’s not what any¬ 
one would describe as playoff 
quality. Matz was set up to be 
the page-turner, the guy to 
change the conversation. In¬ 
stead, the same worries persist.

PHILADELPHIA — A years- 
old bone spur in Edwin Diaz’s 
right elbow has nothing to do 
with the Mets’ rigid use of him, 
Mickey Callaway said. 

That apparent inflexibility 
found the spotlight against the 
Phillies on Monday, when Call¬ 
away saved Diaz for an Ilth-in- 
ning save, staying away from him 
in earlier opportune moments. 

“It’s not health-related,” Call¬ 
away said Tuesday. “It’s just set¬ 
ting guys up for success.” 

Diaz has had a bone spur in his 
throwing elbow his entire profes¬ 
sional career, but he and the 
Mets have downplayed its signifi¬ 
cance whenever it has come up 
since he joined the Mets along 
with Robinson Cano in a Decem¬ 
ber trade with the Mariners. 
Diaz has never been on the in¬ 
jured list and has handled a 
heavy workload throughout his 
major-league career. 

The Mets’ thinking, according 
to the Mets, has more to do with 
making sure that remains the 
case. To protect Diaz, they are 
steadfast in their refusal to use 
him I) before the ninth inning 2) 
for more than one inning and 3) 
in a tie game on the road. (An ex¬ 
ception: the playoffs.) Those con¬ 
servative philosophies — more 
rules than rules of thumb — run 
contrary to Callaway’s tenden¬ 
cies a year ago. 

“He had a lot of success in the 
role he was in last year,” Call¬ 
away said. “We feel that him hav¬ 
ing that role for us — like he did 
last night, he came in and struck 
three guys out and looked elec¬ 
tric — is going to be the spot we 
feel like we need to put him in. 
He’s done a great job so far. 

“He will do whatever you ask.

Paxton’s effort, along with an 
11 -hit attack, was a welcome de¬ 
velopment for the Yankees 
(7-9), who earlier in the day 
added a 12th player to the in¬ 
jured list, this time Greg Bird. 

“Overmatching guys, that’s 
what he’s capable of when he 
has his really good stuff,” man¬ 
ager Aaron Boone said. “Really 
good timing. We obviously re¬ 
ally needed that one.” 

Paxton raised eyebrows dur¬ 
ing the weekend by openly dis¬ 
cussing the pressure he felt ad¬ 
justing to the spotlight of pitch¬ 
ing in New York, as well as the 
pitch-tipping he believed con¬ 
tributed to getting rocked in 
Houston last Wednesday. 

“It’s a big deal because it’s 
against Boston, especially 
being here, we want to beat Bos¬ 
ton every time,” said Paxton, 
who improved to 3-0 with a 1.89 
ERA in five career starts vs. the 
Red Sox. “And it was a big start 
for me, just to get my feet 
under me and show myself that 
I can be here and do this.” 

Paxton (2-2), who in many 
ways was Brian Cashman’s 
prize offseason acquisition, en¬ 
tered the night with a 6.00 ERA 
in his first three starts. Featur¬ 
ing a fastball that reached 99 
mph and a nasty cutter and 
curveball, Paxton got into trou¬ 
ble exactly once — the fourth, 
when the Red Sox put runners 
at second and third with none 
out — but escaped and wasn’t 
u threatened again, 
g “We just couldn’t catch up to 
y it,” Red Sox manager Alex Cora 
i said of Paxton’s fastball.

Paxton was backed by an of¬ 
fense that erupted against Chris 
Sale (0-4, 8.50 ERA). Though 
Sale, 6-4 with a 1.61 ERA in 17 
previous games vs. the Yan¬ 
kees, showed some improve¬ 
ment, it was another overall 
tough night for him and the 
Red Sox (6-12).

Red Sox have no excuse 
for the flat start to season

T he Red Sox have no 
excuses for the start 
to their season, which 
has been as flat as yes¬ 
terday’s glass of cham¬ 
pagne. Unlike the Yankees, 
they are mostly healthy, with 
their starting lineup in the 
Bronx on Tuesday night featur¬ 
ing six batters and one pitcher 
who appeared in the Game 4 
playoff clincher on the same 
field last fall. 

Thus, no excuses. What they 
also don’t have are explanations. 
For the life of them, the defend¬ 
ing world champions have no 
idea why they are so lifeless. 

“We’ve been inconsistent in 
every aspect of the game: pitch¬ 
ing, offense, defense, baserun¬ 
ning. It’s on us to clean it up 
and play better,” manager Alex 
Cora said. “If we do, we’re one 
of the best teams in the big 
leagues if not the best. We 
know what we have to get bet¬ 
ter at. It’s pretty simple. Get bet¬ 
ter at everything.” 

Easier said than done. In 
their 8-0 loss, they made Mike 
Tauchman, the ninth-place bat¬ 
ter in the Yankees’ injury-rav¬ 
aged batting order, look like 
Babe Ruth (run-scoring double 
in the fourth, three-run homer 
in the sixth). They made Yan¬ 
kees starting pitcher James Pax¬ 
ton look like Whitey Ford 
(eight shutout innings, two hits 
12 strikeouts). 

Chris Sale, Boston’s ace, left 
with an 0-4 record, an 8.50 ERA 
and zero answers. “I’m not going 
to sugarcoat it. I just flat-out 
stink right now,” he said after al¬ 
lowing four runs and seven hits 
in five innings. “This is as frus¬ 
trated as I’ve ever been on a base¬ 
ball field. I’ve got to find a way to 
pitch better. This is flat-out em¬ 
barrassing, for my family, for our 
team, for our fans.” 


Cora does not believe in the 
concept of a World Series hang¬ 
over. He said ballplayers do get 
hangovers, but not from having 
guzzled bubbly the previous Oc¬ 
tober (or November). “It’s be¬ 
cause you had a few extra pops 
the night before,” he said. 

All the pop so far has been in 
the opponents’ bats, and so far 
the Red Sox are stumped. Here is 
one possible explanation: Maybe 
the arms have not bounced back 
from the wear and tear of win¬ 
ning 108 regular-season games 
and II more in the postseason. 
Pitchers went above and beyond. 
Sale, for instance, threw a pivotal 
relief inning in the finale of the 
Yankees series. 

And maybe the Red Sox 
could have used the shot of 
adrenaline from a new player 
or two. They had no significant 
imports this winter and lost 
closer Craig Kimbrel and key 
reliever Joe Kelly. 

You’d have thought the mere 
sight of the Yankees would have 
lit a fire under the champs. You’d 
have been wrong. “We could be 
playing the Caguas Criollos, 
where I’m from in Puerto Rico, 


and we’d need to find a spark. It 
doesn’t matter who we’re play¬ 
ing,” Cora said, adding of the Yan¬ 
kees, “I think the fans have con¬ 
nected with that team over there 
because of who they are, they’re 
young. They’re cool to watch.” 

Actually, the Yankees were 
not so hot at home against the 
Orioles, Tigers and White Sox. 
The Red Sox arrived just in 
time to make the home side 
look and feel good. 

Either the Yankees or Red 
Sox have won the American 
League East 15 times since 2000 
and only once in that span did 
they both fail to make the post¬ 
season (2014). The credo is just 
to stay close to the rival and 
you’re in good shape. That 
might not be true this year, 
with the Rays appearing solid. 

Sure, there is a long, long 
way to go. But the Red Sox 
(6-12) have only vague ideas 
about how to get out of the 
hole. “Keep grinding, got to 
keep working, got to get back to 
where we were,” Sale said. As 
for everything else, he added 
the phrase that sums up their 
April: “I don’t know.” 



BIRD JOINS CROWDED 
IL Wini RIOT INJURY

Mike Ford faced a crowd 
of reporters at his locker 
stall inside the home club¬ 
house Tuesday afternoon 
at Yankee Stadium. The 
boyhood Yankees fan from 
New Jersey finally was liv¬ 
ing out his dream, making 
the majors after being sum¬ 
moned from Triple-A be¬ 
cause of yet another injury, 
this time to Greg Bird. 

“It’s crazy,” Ford said. “ .. 
. I think 12 guys on the DL.” 

It’s called the IL now, but 
he was on point with the 
current count. Ford was 
called up from Scran¬ 
ton/Wilkes-Barre after a 
fellow 26-year-old first 
baseman got hurt — again. 

Bird has a plantar fascia 
tear in his left foot. He went 
on the 10-day injured list 
retroactive to Sunday. So 
five guys who started on 
Opening Day — Giancarlo 
Stanton, Miguel Andujar, 
Gary Sanchez, Troy Tulow- 
itzki and Bird — are on the 
IL. A total of 13 Yankees 
made the list before the sea¬ 
son’s 16th game Tuesday 
night against Boston. 

Aaron Boone said Bird 
was a little sore Saturday 
when he went O-for-4, 
couldn’t do much Sunday 
and was sent to be tested 
Monday. He’ll be in a boot 
for 10 days to two weeks be¬ 
fore being re-evaluated. 

“I would say it’s some¬ 
thing that’s probably at least 
a month,” Boone said. “But 
we’ll kind of have a better 
idea once he’s out of that 
boot.” 

Bird wasn’t at his locker 
stall during the pregame 
media availability. Boone 
said Bird previously had 
plantar fascia issues. After 


being called up in August 
of 2015 and cracking 11 
homers. Bird has had in¬ 
jury issues every year. 

His career average is .211 
after 186 games. He had a 
strong spring, then started 
10 games at first to five for 
Luke Voit. But Bird was bat¬ 
ting .171, going 6-for-35 with 
a solo homer— his lone RBI. 

“I still fully believe that he 
can be an impact hitter in 
this league,” Boone said, 
“but you’ve got to stay 
healthy to be able to do 
that.” 

Voit started at first 
against Boston, but Boone 
said Ford “is a guy that we 
know can really hit the ball 
and I think has a chance to 
really impact us this week.” 

The 6-foot, 225-pound left- 
handed hitter grew up in 
Belle Mead and came to Yan¬ 
kees games at the old and 
new Stadium. 

“They won every year 
when I was younger, so it 
was pretty easy to like 
them,” Ford said. “Tino 
[Martinez] was always one 
of my favorites, and, of 
course, [Derek] Jeter, too.” 

Ford was the Ivy League 
player of the year in 2013 at 
Princeton. The Yankees 
then signed him as a non- 
drafted free agent. Seattle 
took him in the Rule 5 draft 
in December of 2017, but it 
returned him the following 
March. He slashed 
.410/.467/.897 with five 
homers and 14 RBIs in 10 
games to start this seventh 
minor-league season. 

Now he is a Yankee — at 
last. 

“It’s just cool to walk 
around and see CC [S- 
abathia], see [Aaron] 
Judge, see Stanton, and 
you’re part of it,” Ford said. 
“That’s pretty awesome.”

he last time the Is¬ 
landers swept a play¬ 
off series, such things 
were old hat for the 
franchise. It was 1983, 
and their quick dismissal of the 
Oilers resulted in a fourth con¬ 
secutive Stanley Cup. 

Ho hum. 

This time, the reward was not 
a Cup. Far from it. That remains 
12 victories in the distance. But 
for this generation of Islanders 
fans and players, a first-round 
wipeout of the star-studded Pen¬ 
guins was a heck of a start. 

So even though the celebra¬ 
tion of Tuesday night’s 3-1 vic¬ 
tory in Game 4 was relatively 
muted — at least when reporters 
were in the dressing room — the 
Islanders acknowledged a 
deeply satisfying milestone. 

“This is a special group,” Matt 
Martin said after being credited 
with II hits on assorted Pen¬ 
guins. “We have as good a 
chance as anybody. We believe 
in ourselves, and obviously we 
stick together. 

“Throughout that whole se¬ 
ries, guys were sacrificing their 
bodies, doing whatever it took 
to squeak out wins and get the 
job done.” 

It was only the Islanders’ sec¬ 
ond playoff series victory since 
1993; they also won a first- 
rounder in 2016. 

As for 1983 ... No one who 
dressed for them Tuesday was 
born at the time of that sweep. 

The only downside of not hav¬ 
ing a Game 5: NYCB Live’s Nas¬ 
sau Coliseum is not slated to 
host another game that counts 
until next season. All remaining 
home games are to be at Barclays 
Center in Brooklyn. But at this 
point, the Islanders seem capa¬ 
ble of winning anywhere. 

So it’s on to the Capitals or 
Hurricanes, and given how the Is¬ 
landers’ defense flummoxed op¬ 
ponents all season, and held the 
high-powered Pens to one goal 
in three straight games, no one is 
likely to relish the matchup. The 
Islanders are a profoundly annoy¬ 
ing team to face, which is just 
how they like it. 


It appeared the Penguins, Cup 
winners in 2016 and ’17, had some 
life left in them when they 
scored 35 seconds into Game 4, 
when Jake Guentzel finally 
recorded the first goal of the se¬ 
ries for Sidney Crosby’s line. 

(Islanders coach Barry Trotz 
called Crosby “an absolute 
beast” in Game 4.) 

But for the third game in a row, 
the Islanders quickly answered 
the Penguins scoring first with a 
goal of their own, Jordan Eberle’s 
fourth in four games. Later in the 


first. Josh Bailey found Brock 
Nelson, started by some excel¬ 
lent dirty work behind the net by 
Tom Kuhnhackl, for an easy goal 
at 18:06, and it was 2-1. 

“If there’s anything we’ve 
learned, it’s composure,” Trotz 
said. “It got a little hairy at 
times and our bench didn’t go 
emotionally off the rails. We 
stayed composed.” 

Said Bailey, “I think part of our 
mindset is not to get rattled, stay 
with it, trust that we’re able to 
get back into the game.” 


The Penguins came at the Is¬ 
landers in waves and had plenty 
of chances, with Crosby hitting 
the post and Phil Kessel missing 
an open net when Scott Mayfield 
blocked the puck with his knee. 

It was the kind of thing that 
happens to teams on a roll. Any¬ 
thing suddenly seems possible, 
especially after the Blue Jackets 
earlier Tuesday swept the Light¬ 
ning, the league’s best team in 
the regular season. 

That sweep was even more 
shocking than the Islanders’. 


Still, the Islanders themselves 
never would have anticipated 
dispatching the Pens in four. 

“Obviously, no one would 
have really predicted that,” Bai¬ 
ley said, “but I think things 
change as the series goes on.” 

Who knows where this goes 
from here? 

That ’83 team followed its 
sweep by parading the Cup.

Eberle’s goals 
couldn’t be 
better timed

PITTSBURGH — In the 
calm, quiet, all-business visi¬ 
tors’ locker room at the PPG 
Paints Arena, after the Is¬ 
landers had finished their stun¬ 
ning sweep of the Pittsburgh 
Penguins with a 3-1 victory 
Tuesday night, someone asked 
Jordan Eberle what it felt like 
during the series when the 
puck was on his stick. 

Eberle couldn’t help but 
laugh. 

“You know, [Mathew 
Barzal’s] finding me in areas 
where I’m able to finish plays 
off,” Eberle said, after he 
quickly composed himself. 
“Since they put me, ‘Barzy’ 
and [Anders Lee] together, 
the puck’s been going in a lot 
more. I don’t know what we 


finished the season with, but 
it seemed like we scored 
every game, so, that’s obvi¬ 
ously huge.” 

Aside from goaltender 
Robin Lehner, Eberle was the 
hottest Islander in the series, 
scoring a goal in each of the 
four games. His goal Tuesday 
tied the score at I just 1:34 
after Pittsburgh opened the 
scoring on Jake Guentzel’s 
goal 35 seconds in. 

It was the third straight game 
in the series in which the Pen¬ 
guins scored the first goal, only 
to have the Islanders tie the 
score almost immediately. And 
it was the second straight time 
it was Eberle who got that tying 
goal — he did it in Game 3, scor¬ 
ing just 28 seconds after Gar¬ 
rett Wilson opened the scoring 
in that game, which the Is¬ 
landers won, 4-1. 


“It’s disappointing,” Pen¬ 
guins coach Mike Sullivan said, 
“because it seemed like that 
was the case the whole series. 
Every time we score and get 
some momentum, we give it 
back shortly thereafter. And it’s 
such a game of momentum. If 
you can hang on [to the lead], it 


certainly helps your team.” 

Islanders coach Barry Trotz 
pointed to those quick tying 
goals as a turning point both in 
Game 4 and in the series. 

“We were able to respond 
right after a goal, and we really 
didn’t allow them to carry mo¬ 
mentum for any length of 


time,” Trotz said. 

Eberle agreed. 

“When you get momentum 
— the crowd cheering when 
they score first, and you’re able 
to get the next one and kind of 
quiet them down — you know, 
it’s big,” he said. “Playoffs is all 
about momentum; there are 
[momentum] shifts all over the 
place, and that’s obviously a 
good shift.” 

The trio of Eberle, Barzal and 
Lee totaled five goals and nine 
assists in the series. Eberle, the 
Isles’ leading scorer in the post¬ 
season with 4-2-6, connected 
on four of 15 shots, good for 
26.7-percent shooting. That was 
second to Josh Bailey, who 
scored three goals on nine 
shots (33.3 percent). 

“Sometimes, when you shoot 
the puck, it goes in,” Eberle 
shrugged when asked about how 
hot he was in the series. “Even to 
finish the season this year, it 
seemed like we scored every 
game. You start getting confi¬ 
dence like that, before the play¬ 
offs, and you move into it, you 
just want to continue to play 
well. 

“The biggest thing about my 
game, and [Barzal’s] and [Lee’s], 
you want to have the coach trust 
you — and I think he does now, 
with the way we played defen¬ 
sively and able to bre^ the puck 
out and go down and score.”

PITTSBURGH — Robin

Sweep of Pens 
puts them into 
second round

PITTSBURGH — Sweep. 

A regular season of surpris¬ 
ing their critics turned into a 
true display of Islanders’ re¬ 
siliency on Tuesday night as 
they clinically dispatched a Pen¬ 
guins team still only two years 
removed from back-to-back 
Stanley Cups. 

“We set out in this to have a 
good series and we set out to 
win it,” captain Anders Lee 
said. “It probably happened a 
little bit quicker than most peo¬ 
ple thought. It’s a credit to how 
we played.” 

It culminated with a 3-1 win 
in Game 4 at PPG Paints Arena, 
the Islanders’ first playoff se¬ 
ries sweep since the 1983 Stan¬ 
ley Cup Final. 

The Islanders finished the 
game two players short, playing 
half the game with five defense- 
men after Johnny Boychuk was 
hurt and then losing Cal Clut- 
terbuck late in the second pe¬ 
riod. And they were again able 
to overcome a one-goal deficit, 
when the Penguins energized 
the crowd of 18,609 with a goal 
in the opening minute. 

But nothing rattled these Is¬ 
landers — who spent the regu¬ 
lar season debunking the narra¬ 
tive they would be a lesser 
team without John Tavares — 
as they stuck to their defensive 
structure and supported Robin 
Lehner (32 saves) by limiting re¬ 
bounds. 

“I talked to the guys in the 
summer when I got here,” said 
Lehner, who signed a one-year 
deal after the Sabres made him 
an unrestricted free agent by 
not extending a qualifying 
offer. “A lot of the guys said 
right away we’re going to go far. 
I think that just grew during 
the season when our system 
started to jell and we started to 
play together.” 

The Penguins, who got 23 
saves from Matt Murray, played 
their best game of the series be¬ 
cause Sidney Crosby was fi¬ 
nally a force — “a beast,” Is-

landers coach Barry Trotz said 
— getting his only point as he 
set up Jake Guentzel’s goal just 
35 seconds into the game for a 
short-lived I-O lead. 

“There’s not one single team 
in this league that crushed us 
or we couldn’t play against,” 
said Lehner, who drew a slash¬ 
ing penalty against Patric Horn¬ 
qvist at 10:33 of the second pe¬ 
riod while his fellow Swede got 
four minutes for roughing and 
the two had to be separated by 
linesman Johnny Murray. “We 
have a good team and we’ve 
been overlooked a little bit be¬ 
cause we have a lot of high-end 
skill on this team and we 
showed that this series.” 

The Islanders, who finished 
second in the Metropolitan Di¬ 


vision to earn home-ice advan¬ 
tage in the playoffs for the first 
time since 1988, await the win¬ 
ner of the Capitals-Hurricanes 
first-round series. The Capi¬ 
tals, who finished one point 
ahead of the Islanders in the di¬ 
vision, lead that series, 2-1, with 
Game 4 at Carolina on Thurs¬ 
day night. 

“We’re going to have some 
time off to regroup here,” said 
Jordan Eberle, who tied the 
game at I-I at 2:09 the first pe¬ 
riod with his fourth goal of the 
series after the Islanders al¬ 
lowed the first goal for the 
third straight game. 

“The biggest thing is to stay 
even-keeled,” added Eberle, who 
had a goal in each game. “Some¬ 
times you get too ahead of your¬ 


self. The biggest thing is, it’s one 
series.

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Driver, Russell never catch fire in 'Burn This'

A dam Driver knows 
from the dark side. 
And much like the 
villainous Kylo Ren 
he plays in the cur¬ 
rent “Star Wars” trilogy, the 
man he’s now portraying on 
Broadway is an emotional, 
complicated soul. 

In the uneven revival of Lan- 
ford Wilson’s 1987 dark “Burn 
This” at the Hudson Theatre, 
Driver is compelling and charis¬ 
matic as Pale (think Cognac, not 
skin tone), the grieving brother 
of promising dancer Robbie, 
who has drowned along with his 
male lover in a freak boating 
accident. Pale enters midway 
through the first act in a rage, 
spewing nasty profanity about 
the state of the big city neighbor¬ 
hood and his near brawl over a 
parking spot, yet inexplicably 
sexy enough to foreshadow the 
unlikely romance to come. 

Before that entrance, though, 
the play bogs down in more 
exposition than is necessary to 
get the story going. (It runs two 
and a half hours and you feel it.) 
As the lights come up, we see a 
disheveled Anna (Keri Russell of 
the recently concluded “The

Americans” in her Broadway 
debut), just back from the fu¬ 
neral. Robbie was her roommate 
and dance partner. Russell 
comes off stiff and vaguely 
uncomfortable in the role — 
tentative, constantly fussing 
with her hair and not quite sure 
what to do with herself. The 


idea that she’s a professional 
dancer never comes across 
(every dance teacher I know 
would cringe at her attempts to 
stretch on the back of the sofa). 
More problematic, neither does 
her attraction to Pale. 

The play, directed by Michael 
Mayer, doesn’t lack humor. 


mostly thanks to Larry, the third 
roommate played with delicious 
wit and gay charm by Brandon 
Uranowitz, and David Furr is 
convincingly dull as Anna’s 
well-to-do screenwriter 
boyfriend. The action never 
leaves the spare, more shabby 
than chic Manhattan loft (set by 


Derek McLane) with a dramatic 
wall of industrial windows that 
allow for striking lighting effects 
by Natasha Katz. The ’80s era 
costumes by Clint Ramos in¬ 
clude some great dresses for 
Russell, but Driver in a purple 
woman’s robe barely long 
enough to cover the essentials? 
Priceless. 

This revival has been in the 
works for several years (plans 
for Jake Gyllenhaal to play Pale 
were scuttled because of “sched¬ 
uling difficulties”), but clearly 
you need major star power to 
justify bringing back this particu¬ 
lar Wilson piece. No matter 
who’s in the lead, the play only 
works if the erotic tension be¬ 
tween Anna and Pale is as incen¬ 
diary as its title suggests, a moth 
to a flame so to speak. In this 
case, the fire does not burn 
nearly hot enough.

'BREAKTHROUGH' 


Modern-day Lazarus 
drama walks fine line 
between faith, reality

I reakthrough,” the story 
1^ of an all-but-dead 
teenager seemingly 
revived by prayer, may sound 
like internet apocrypha, but it 
is basically true. In 2015, John 
Smith, a I4-year-old from the 
suburbs of St. Louis, fell into a 
frozen lake and remained 
submerged for 15 minutes. 

Even after his rescue, he went 
45 minutes without a pulse — 
and then a miracle happened. 

Written in the medical record, 
at least according to the film: 
“Patient dead, mother prayed, 
patient came back to life.” 


As modern-day Lazarus 
stories go, “Breakthrough” is 
slightly less dogmatic and a 
little more grounded in reality 
than most. (Two other fact- 
based tales, “Heaven is For 
Real” and “Miracles From 
Heaven,” come to mind.) A 
coproduction of the faith- 
based company Franklin Enter¬ 
tainment and the secular Fox 
2000 Pictures, “Breakthrough” 
is mostly intent on preaching 
to a built-in choir. Still, it 
leaves its door ajar — even if 
just a tad — for others who 
may not share its faith. 

The film begins by establish¬ 
ing St. Charles, Missouri, as an 
idealized community bonded by 
Christianity, the Pledge of Alle¬ 
giance and high-school sports. 
John (Marcel Ruiz), a 14-year- 
old adoptee from Guatemala, is 
a mostly well-adjusted if slightly 
sullen lad; Joyce (an oddly 
wooden Chrissy Metz, of NBC’s

“This Is Us”) is his cheerful if 
slightly persnickety mom; her 
husband, Brian (Josh Lucas), is 
pleasant and bland. Topher 
Grace plays Jason Noble, a new 
pastor, whose skinny jeans and 
use of slang (“lit!”) are meant to 
signify youthful disruption. 

John’s accident shatters this 
placid American tableau and 
briefly gives the movie a jolt of 
excitement. Director Roxann 
Dawson stages John’s rescue 
with ticking-clock tension, and 


his apparent death on a hospital 
gurney lands with emotional 
weight. Adding to the drama are 
a couple of small but solid perfor¬ 
mances by Mike Colter as an 
atheist firefighter whose hands 
are guided underwater by a 
mysterious voice and Sam Tram¬ 
mell as Dr. Kent Sutterer, whose 
fierce determination to save his 
patient deserves some credit, 
too. (Both are real-life figures.) 

“Breakthrough” has a tire¬ 
some tendency to paint the 


medical establishment as book- 
smart but God-ignorant; Den¬ 
nis Haysbert plays yet another 
doctor helpless to explain 
John’s recovery. At the same 
time. Grant Nieporte’s script 
acknowledges that Joyce’s faith 
sometimes borders on fanati¬ 
cal, and that not everyone’s 
prayers are answered. In a few 
small ways, at least, “Break¬ 
through” tries to tell us an 
engaging story as well as de¬ 
liver a sermon. 
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Play it again, and again

CHILDREN'S PARK

THE PLAY The entire play¬ 
ground area is surrounded by a 
fence with a single gate, so 
parents and guardians can 
easily keep track of kids. The 
play sets are separated into 
zones for kids ages 2 to 5 and 5 
to 12, and there are two swing 
sets. One has a large yellow 
swing for children with special 
needs. There’s a sandbox, and 
come summer there will be a 
water park with two ground- 
level jets and a tower that 
sprays from about 7 feet up. 

THE GROUNDS The playground 
is next to the John A. Anderson 
Recreation Center, which is 
available for a fee for parties and 
has a toddler indoor play space. 
There are also goldfish that 
swim in two small tanks and 
canaries that flit around a small 
cage near one of the entrances. 
NEARBY There is not much 
more than fast food near the 
park, but hungry families can 
venture about five minutes 
west on Sunrise Highway, 
where there are loads of restau¬ 
rants and stores.

O n Monday morning, we went to the 
Roger Smith Hotel in Manhattan to 
talk to Dr. Jane Goodall about the 
movie “Penguins” and her incredible 
career as a primatologist and an anthro¬ 
pologist. Dr. Jane is the first-ever ambas¬ 
sador for Disneynature films, and she was 
in the theater with us Sunday to see the 
advance screening of the movie. 

As most people know, she has dedi¬ 
cated her life to researching chim¬ 
panzees, and after talking with her, we 
know she would do almost anything to 
help animals. She runs the Roots & 
Shoots program (rootsandshoots.org), 
which teaches and encourages kids to 
become leaders and make the world a 
better place. To do this. Dr. Jane says, 
she works about 300 days a year. 

One of our first questions was how she 
got involved with the movie “Penguins.” 
Dr. Jane, 85, told us she helps with all the 
Disneynature films and so she is helping 
spread the word about this film, too. 

We asked her which environment she 
liked more, the Antarctic or the jungle. 
We were not surprised when she said the 
jungle. She said the Antarctic is just too 
cold for her, although she added that it 
gets really hot in the jungle. 

We wanted to know if she found any 


similarities between penguins and chim¬ 
panzees. She told us that there are none. 
She did tell us that they are fun and very 
interesting animals. 

We were curious about the start of her 
career, and if anyone supported her. Dr. 


Jane told us that her mom was there for 
her when others were laughing at her 
and her dream to go to Africa. Her mom 
told her to work really hard and take 
advantage of all opportunities and never 
give up. In fact, her mom was so support¬ 


ive that she even went to Africa with Dr. 
Jane when she started out. 

We wanted to know why she fell in 
love with chimps. She said it was difficult 
at first because they would always run 
away when she approached them. She 
did find out through all her work that 
there are nice chimps and nasty ones. 

We asked her if she was nervous the 
first time she was out in the open in 
Africa. She said quite strongly: No! It 
was what she dreamed about ever since 
she was our age. It was like going home. 

We know that Jane Goodall likes all 
animals, but we wanted to know what 
other animals she liked working with. 

She told us she likes working with hyenas 
and was with them for about six months 
and if she can, she will do it again. 

We asked Dr. Jane about her hard work 
raising money so that chimpanzees can 
stay in their habitats. Dr. Jane told us that 
it is now her life’s work. She said chimps 
live in 21 African countries and that they 
have disappeared already from five. To 
save chimps, we have to save the forests. 
She told us that some people work very 
hard to cut the forests down, so when they 
do manage to save forests, it feels good. 

We asked what message she wanted 
to send to future generations. She said 
she wanted us to know that every day 
we need to make an impact on the 
planet, and if we start today, we can 
start moving toward a better world.

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'Queer Eye' star bridges 
divides on TV, in life

T he Netflix show 

“Queer Eye “ caught 
on by doing some¬ 
thing unusual: creat¬ 
ing reality TV that 
touches on some of the coun¬ 
try’s deepest divides with 
persistent optimism. 

Alongside sleek new hair¬ 
cuts and rehabbed wardrobes, 
the makeover program starring 
five gay men tackles the con¬ 
trast between urban and rural, 
white and black, liberal and 
conservative. 

The show’s resident fashion 
expert. Tan France, switches 
between those worlds off-cam¬ 
era too. He’s an English immi¬ 
grant who was raised Muslim 
and spends his off hours at 
home with his husband in 
decidedly red-state Utah. Liv¬ 
ing in Salt Lake City gives him 
a perspective that comes in 
handy for a show featuring a 
cross-section of America, he 
says. 

“When I go into the homes 
of these people, they’re my 
neighbors. I spend my days 
with them. I know who these 
people are, so it puts me in a 
very privileged position to say, 
T get what you’re going 
through, and let me help you 
through it,’ ” he said in a recent 
interview at his renovated 
historic home on a quiet street. 

The house’s attic floor is 
given entirely to a walk-in 
closet and another closet for 
scented candles. It’s the kind of 
stylish wholesomeness the 
show channels effectively. 

A reboot of the 2003 series 
“Queer Eye for the Straight 
Guy,” the version that pre¬ 
miered last year takes the 
setup to new places. The 
makeover subjects, dubbed 
heroes on the show, have 
ranged from a President Don¬ 
ald Trump-supporting 
NASCAR fan to two African- 
American sisters who own a 
barbecue joint. Between the 
home renovations and cooking 
lessons are plenty of poignant 
moments. 

France stars on the show 
along with food guru Antoni 
Porowski, hairstylist Jonathan 
Van Ness, culture expert 
Karamo Brown and home 
designer Bobby Berk. 

“It’s a very honest, earnest 



show,” France said. “I think 
many people worried that this 
wasn’t going to work. It was 
going to be a very emotional 
show, it was going to be a 
positive show, and up until that 
point those shows weren’t 
successful.” 

But “Queer Eye” quickly took 
off, has now released a third 
season and won best reality 
show at the GLAAD media 
awards. Rich Ferraro, a 
spokesman for the LGBTQ^ 
advocacy group, said the origi¬ 
nal show helped raise awareness 
by bringing five successful gay 
men into living rooms across the 
country. The new version also 
includes some subjects from the 
LGBTQ^community, from a 
transgender man to a black 
lesbian disowned by her adop¬ 
tive family. 

“I love how the ‘Queer Eye’ 
of today shows not only the 
evolution of the subject but of 
the people who live in the 
neighborhoods and communi¬ 
ties around the subject and 
how they come to terms with 
LGBTQ^people,” Ferraro said. 


“I think ‘Queer Eye’ has be¬ 
come a moment of celebration 
during a pretty dark time for 
LGBTQ^ Americans.” 

France, has become a rare 
LGBTQ^celebrity of South 
Asian descent. A native of the 
north of England whose family 
is Pakistani, he has lived in Salt 
Lake City on and off for more 
than a decade. It’s where he 
met his husband, Rob, an illus¬ 
trator who grew up in The 
Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-day Saints in Wyoming. 
Though they don’t talk much 
about faith, France said their 
different upbringings neverthe¬ 
less created a similar value 
system. 

France also loves the sweep¬ 
ing mountain vistas that sur¬ 
round the city, the burgeoning 
food scene and longtime 
friends. 

“If I lived in New York or 
L.A., I’m sure my life would 
have changed massively. That’s 
why I choose to live in Salt 
Lake,” he said. “I come home 
and escape from the extra life I 
have no desire to live.”
